SUMMIT  OF  PORTA  OZENA 

HAVE  BEEN  CAPTURED 


Artillery  Fighting  Is  in  Progress  Between  Monastir 

and  the  Vardar — Sofia  Reports  Says  Battle 

Proceeds  With  Alternating  Successes 

But  That  Struggle  is  Desperate. 


PARIS,  Sept.  21. — Allied  forces  are  pursuing  the  Bulgarians  on 
the  whole  front  between  the  Ccrna  and  Vardar  rivers,  it  was  officially 
announced  tonight. 

The  Bulgars  are  burning  abandoned  villages.  An  artillery  battle 
Is  raging  on  the  entire  front  between  Monastir  and  the  Vardar. 

"Between  the  Cerna  and  the  Vardar  we  are  pursuing  the  beaten 
Bulgars  despite  growing  rearguard  resistance,"  the  communique  said. 

"The  Serbs  have  reached  the  middle  Vatusha  river.  The.  Allies 
have  crossed  the  Ccrna  towards  Cebren  and  have  captured  the  sum- 
mits of  Porta  Ozena.  The  Bulgars  are  burning  abandoned  villages. 
One  of  their  field  batteries  is  in  our  hands.  Allied  airmen  are  bomb- 
ing their  retreating  columns. 

"From  the  Vardar  to  Monastir,  there  is  artillery  fighting."

"Tha  population  le  welcoming  the 
arrival  *t  our  troope  with  enthusi- 
asm. Ifec  BOldlara  of  New  Serbia 
who  had  been  forced  to  enlist  In  the 
BvlgarlAn  army  are  throwing  away 
their  artne  and  paaslng  to  our  side." 


KronyoTO  is  nine  miles  southwest 
of  Domlrkapu,  the  nearest  point  on 
the  Vardar  River  and  the  Uekub-

WASHINGTON.  Sept.  S».  —  Food 
Administrator  Hoover.  In  outlining  In 
a   statement  Isauad  tonlgbt     to     the 

Amerl- 
can  people  during  the  coming  year, 
said  the  United  States  waa  prepared 
to  ship  S.TtO.OOO  more  tons  of  food- 
stufts  to  ita  armies  and  Allies  than 
last  year,  and  still  have  a  ma^n 
over  the  amounf  necessary  to  main- 
tain health  and  strength  at  home. 

The  great  undertaking  cannot  be 
accomplished,  however,  Mr.  Hoover 
emphasized,  without  due  regard  to 
the  Importance  of  saving  by  every 
person.  WHh  no .  prospect  of  a  pro- 
per ending  of  the  war  before  the 
Summer  campaign  of  l*lt  the  food 
problem,  the  food  administrator  de- 
clared, Is  no  small  part  of  the  Issue. 
The  Allied  civilians  and  armies,  the 
American  armies,  the  Belgian  relief 
and  certain  neutrals  who  are  depen- 
dant upon  the  United  States  will  re- 
quire 17,StO,000  tons  of  foodstuffs  for 
the'  year  beginning  July  1.  This  In 
round  numbers  will  Include  meats, 
fats  3,<00,000  tons:  breadstuffs  10,- 
400,000;  eurgar  1.860,OOO  and  feed 
grains,    mostly    army    oats,    3.700,000.1 

Thsre  will  be  no  food  rationing  In 
this  country  so  long  as  the  people 
continue  to  conserve  as  In  the  past. 
Mr.  Hoover  aald. 


LONDOr*,  Sept.  21.  —  Nineteen 
German  airplanes  have  been  ac- 
counted for  by  British  airmen,  while 
the  British  themselves  have  lost 
eleven  machines,  according  to  Field 
Marshal  Ualg's  report  tonight  deal- 
ing   with    aviation. 

The   text   of  the   report   follows: 
"Despite    low    clouds    and    frequent 
showers,    our    airplanes      on      Friday 
carried    out    useful    work    in    all    de- 
partments.

LONTXJ.V,  Sept.  21.— The  British 
again  have  advanced  their  lines  east 
of  Epehy  and  near  Harglcourt.  mid- 
way between  £W.  Quentln  and  Cambral, 
according  to  Field  Marshal  Haig's 
communication  l»aued  tonight.  A 
number  of  additional  prisoners  were 
taken. 

The  text  of  the  communication  fol- 
lows: 

"In  a  minor  operation  undertaken 
by  us  this  morning  east  of  ICpphy  Fini;- 
Itab  troops  successfully  advanced  their 
Une  after  heavy  fighting.

In  spite  of 
this  resistance  our  troops  made  sub- 
stantial progress  on  the  whole  of  the 
front   of  their  attack. 

"In  conjunction  with  the  attack,  the 
Australian  troops  made  further  pro- 
gress In  a  completely  successful 
operstlon  In  the  Harglcourt  sector, 
capturing  a  number  of  prisoners."

400  PrlaoDcta 

Progress  haa  already  been  made  in 
spite  of  the  bad  weather  and  some 
400  prisoners  have  been  taken  from 
the  fortlfled  farms  and  sunken  roads 
between  the  new  British  battlefront 
and    the    Siegfried    trenches. 

It  rained  during  the  night  at  the 
time  of  the  assembling  of  the  as- 
saulting troops  but  the  concentration 
was  carried  out  without  delay  un- 
der a  heavy  bombardment.  The  en- 
emy was  plainly  apprehensive  of  a 
further  defeat  and  his  divisions  were 
waiting   for   the    British   advance. 

The  ground  over  which  the  battle 
was  fought  was  broken  and  very 
difficult  to  clear.  The  gulleys  were 
full  of  machine  guns  and  a  slight 
ridge  which  stood  between  the  ad- 
vancing British  and  the  HIndenburg 
defences  gave  the  enemy  a  consider- 
able  advantage. 

Advancing   on    La   Baaaee 

During  the  night  a  local  attack  on 
the  front  of  La  Bassee  yielded  the 
chateau  and  ruins  of  the  church  of 
the  village  of  Violaines,  which  is  less 
than  a  mile  north weet  of  La  Bassee, 
together  with    130   prisoners. 

Between  La  Baaeee  and  Lens  the 
enemy  shows  great  nervousness.  A 
hostile  attack  delivered  yesterday 
around  Hulluch  was  intended  to  test 
the    British   strength.

COMING  TO  HEAD 


Movement  in  Favor  of  Parlia- 
mentary Government  in 
Germany  Grows— Abandon- 
ing Policy  of  Annexation. 


COrKNHAOKN.  Sept.  21.— That  the 
political  crlulB  In  tJermany,  the  Inten- 
sitlcatlon  of  which  in  the  last  fey  weeks 
has  been  plainly  Indicated  In  various 
ways,  la  rapidly  comlnK  to  a  head,  ap- 
pears to  be  evidenced  by  the  uncertain 
supply  of  news  from  that  country  in 
the   last  twenty-four  hours. 

The  clerical  or^an,  Oermanla,  pub- 
lishes an  article  declaring  In  favor  of 
a  parliamentary  government.  It  says 
that  the  majority  parties  strongly  favor 
such  reforms  as  can  give  the  people  and 
their  representatives  greater  influence 
In   shaping  foreign   policy. 

"In  the  course  of  this  war,"  It  says, 
"nearly  all  have  become  united;  the 
people  are  better  guardians  of  peace 
and  of  agreement  than  secret  diplomacy 
and  the  people  who  must  shed  their 
blood  can  Justifiably  demand  the  right 
to  participate  In  the  most  Important 
acts  of  the  state." 

Germanla  expressed  the  belief  that  a 
parliamentary  government  can  be  form- 
ed with  Count  von  HertUng  at  Its  head. 

As  a  further  evidence  of  the  chang- 
ing ssatiment  in  Oermany  the  recent 
aaMgfc^^aP- tHe- WaUoaal  L4ba*ala  la  aa- 
dorsing  the  speech  of  Vice-Chancellor 
Krledrlch  von  Payer  Mkf  IM  recaltad. 
While  this  In  llself  does  not  mean  the 
conversion  of  thla  party  to  parliamen- 
tary government  it  Is  taken  te  indicate 
at  least  that  the  majority  of  the  party 
have  abandoned  he  annexationist  stasd- 
poln. 

Xhe  party's  attitude  regarding  the 
Reichstag  neace  resolution  of  July.  1917, 
will   be   taken   up  on   Monday.

WASHINGTON,  Sept.  21— Striking 
proof  that  the  German  power  Is  fast 
crumbling  came  today  In  the  an- 
nouncement by  General  March,  chief 
of  staff,  that  the  news  from  all  bat- 
tlefronts  was  "continuously  good," 
and  that  1,760,000  American  troops 
have  now  been  embarked  for  over- 
seas service. 

Just  six  months  ago  today  the  en- 
emy flung  his  full  military  power 
against  the  British  lines  in  Plcardy  in 
the  great  drive  that  was  to  end  the 
war  in  a  smashing  victory.  Today  ho 
was  fighting  desperately  to  hold  the 
tottering  HIndenburg  line,  the  defen- 
sive system  from  which  he  struck 
that  blow  and  back  Into  which  he  has 
been  hurled.  Side  by  side,  British, 
French  and  American  armies  have 
broken  definitely  the  German  offen- 
sive power,  in  the  ofHcial  opinion  here. 
Already  the  American  forces  in 
France  are  more  than  half  as  strong 
as  the  whole  German  army  and  the 
tide  of  American  lighting  men  toward 
France  Is  continuing  at  an  even  pace.

Our  batteflfcs  caused  lire  at  Nelette,  In 
the  Aslago  plateau  region,  and  blew 
up  an  ammunition  dump  near  Orlsolera 
on   the  lower   Plave  river. 

'  Attempts  of  hostile  assault  parties 
failed  In  front  of  our  lines  south  ut 
Mori,  at  Mont  Corno  and  Vallarsa,  to 
the  north  of  Grappa  and  east  of  Sal- 
ettuol. 

"Our  reconnoitring  parties  attacked 
and  drove  back  In  ths  Ledro  valley  a 
small  observation  post  of  the  en^my 
who    left    degd    and    prisoners. 

"Ammunition  and  various  material 
wore  brought  back  from  reconnaissances 
at  Tonale  .Sella  and  on  the  Inlets  in 
the   Plavp   In   the   Montello  region. 

"One  hostile  airplane  was  brought 
down.  West  of  Keeri  and  in  the  val- 
ley of  Janloa  there  were  patrol  en- 
counters with  the  capture  of  some  pris- 
oners by  us."

German  Hopes  of  Attaining 
Victory  Have  Been  Blasted 
by  Mar^al  Foch.

Tha  AlUaa  knaw  thay  faced  Gar- 
many'a  migbtlast  aftort  last  March, 
but  they  atood  unafraJd.  Released  by 
the  absolute  collapsa  of  Russia,  vast 
numbars  of  German  veterans  had 
bean  slven  Intenaive  training  for  the 
offandva. 

Germany  made  no  secret  of  her  In- 
tention. It  waa  known  that  great 
numbers  of  men  and  tremendous 
stores  of  ammunition  had  been  con- 
centrated at  strategic  points.  It  was 
even  known  where  the  Gernianti 
would  launch  their  first  attack  and 
for  waaka  tha  eyes  of  the  Allies  had 
baan  on  the  long  curving  line  from 
La  Fera  to  Arras,  the  stage  where 
the  first  act  of  the  great  drama 
would  be  enacted. 

8tood   at   Bay 

Movins  with  swiftness,  the  German 
forces  swept  over  the  British  lines 
In  Picardy  and  rolled  west  like  a 
tidal  wave  during  the  closing  days  of 
March  unUl  at  last  the  British 
reached  poaitlons  where  they  could 
stand  at  bay  and  the  French  had 
come  to  form  a  living  wall  before  the 
gray-clad  hosts  of  the  German  l^m- 
pire.  Then  the  offensive  stopped. 
Hardly  had  its  rush  been  checked 
than  tlia  line  between  Lens  and 
Tprea  waa  attacked  by  the  Germans 
and  again  the  British  lines  swayed 
backward.  This  advance  of  the  en- 
emy went  on  until  it  reached  the 
high  ground  outside  of  Tprea,  and 
then  It,  too,  waa  stopped  by  the  stub- 
t>orn  fighting  of  the  Allied  Armies. 

A  pause  followed  for  nearly  a 
month,  and  then  on  May  27,  the 
Oarmans  suddenly  broke  through  the 
Freach  lines  north  of  tha  Aisne 
River  and  smashed  their  way  south- 
ward until  they  had  reached  the 
Mama  over  a  wide  front  east  of  Cha- 
teau Thierry.  No  sooner  had  the  mo- 
jnantum  of  this  drive  been  taken  op 
by  tha  yielding  of  tha  French  troopa 
than  a  new  assault  was  made  by  the 
Oiermans,  who,  this  time  ^trled  to 
break  through  the  French  lines  be- 
tween Montdidler  and  Noyon  and 
link  up  the  Picardy  and  Marne  sec- 
tors. 

Marshal  Focb'a  Strategy 

It  was  here  that  the  world  had  the 
first  intimation  that  the  Allied  Arm- 
ies, which  since  late  in  March  had 
bean  undar  the  supreme  command  of 
Marshal  Foch,  had  been  pursuing  a 
definite  policy  and  had  reserved  its 
strength  until  it  might  be  used 
with  good  effect.  The  German  at- 
tack east  of  Montdidler  came  to  a 
peuse  after  six  days  of  terrible  fight- 
ing in  which  the  Germans  sufTered 
frightful  losses  and  the  French,  for 
the  first  time  since  the  German  offen- 
sive began,  struck  back  at  the  in- 
vaders. 

American  forces  had  taken  part 
in  the  final  phase  of  the  battle  along 
the  Marne  and  had  been  Instrument- 
al in  stopping  the  Germans  at  Cha- 
teau Thierry.  In  this  battle  came 
the  first  notable  contribution  of  Am- 
erica to  the  military  fortunes  of.  the 
Allies.  Since  March,  however,  there 
has  been  a  flood  of  l<haki-clad  men 
crossing  the  Atlantic,  and  during 
May.  June  and  the  first  part  of  July 
they  rapidly  moved  up  to  the  battle 
tone. 

Sanguinary  Check 

The  sanguinary  check  of  the  Ger- 
man oftenalve  cast  'of  Montdidler 
gave  the  Allies  hope  that  the  Ger- 
man tide  would  be  safely  stemmed, 
and  this  feeling  waa  Increased  during 
the  aucceedlng  Miree  or  four  weeks 
by  a  aerlea  of  local  actions  along  the 
front  from  Soissons  to  Chateau 
Thierry  by  which  the  Germans  were 
driven  back  steadily  from  points  of 
tactical  value.  What  was  not  known 
by  the  lay  world  waa  that,  by  these- 
very  actions  Marshal  ^Foch  virtually 
forced  the  Germane  to  attack  some- 
where In  the  Marne  region,  where 
preparations  were  made  for  a  new 
phaaa  of  the  struggle. 

On  July  16  the  Germans  made 
a  new  drive,  called  by  them  "the 
offensive  of  peace,"  from  Chateau 
Thierry  eastward  far  into  the  Cham- 
pagaa  aaotor.  No  aoonar  had  the 
nawa  of  the  attack  reached  the  world 
than  the  tidings  came  that  tho 
Franeh,  Italian  and  American  lines, 
snbjaoted  to  aaaault,  ware  sUndIng 
firmly  In  every  vital  point  of  the 
front  and  that  it  waa  only  by  the 
greatest  effort  the  Germans  pounded 
tbalr  way  ahead  in  the  region  south- 
waat  of  llheims  and  astride  the 
Mam*  west  Of  £pernay.

The  Alliaa  had  aolved  the  German 
ay»t*m  of  ottenaa  and  were  able  to 
held  their  ground.

Va«t    Field    FortlOcatlons 

Before  the  Allies  there  now  stands 
the  great  lines  constructed  by  the 
Germans  during  four  years  of  war- 
fare. These  are  vast  field  fortifica- 
tions which  stretch  from  the  North 
Sea  with  a  few  interruptions  to  the 
Hwlss  frontier. 

Th'ey  are  constructed  with  all  the 
science  at  the  command  of  the  Gen- 
eral Stsitt  and  present  a  formidable 
barrier   to  further  Allied  attack. 

Bijc  months  of  warfare,  of  motion, 
however,  has  taught  the  Allies  that 
a  trench  is  no  stronger  than  the 
troops  that  man  it.  In  this  fact  lies 
the  hope  of  the  Entente  natioai.  New 
methods  of  attack,  the  employment 
of  tanks  and  a  higher  morale  than 
ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  war 
will  be  relied  upon  to  force  new  re- 
(rf-ats. 

Germany  haa  lost  her  chance  to 
force  peace  upon  the  Allies  before 
the  American  armies  entered  the 
fight  with  all  their  strength.  This 
was  her  hope  in  March.  Losses  of  a 
serious  nature  were  suffered  hy  the 
Allies  during  the  long  battle,  but  they 
have  been  more  than  doubly  offset  by 
the  inflowing  American  legions.  Ger- 
many's losses,  on  the  other  hand,  can 
not  be  made  good.  Hope  blasted, 
crack  divlflionj  broken  up  and  seem- 
ing victories  turned  into  defeats  have 
bapped  the  morale  of  ^  the  Giirman 
f.genolfs  whlcn  today  are  on  the  do- 
fenKive    everywiiere.

PEOPLE  GRAZE  IN

Men,  Women  and  Children  Dy- 
ing From  Starvation  on  the 
Streets  of  Teheran — Fearful 
Conditions  Recounted, 


NEW  YORK.  Sept.  21.— Horrible 
conditions  of  starvation  in  Teheran 
and  other  Persian  cities  are  pictured 
In  a  telegram  to  the  American  Com- 
mittee for  Armenian  and  Syrian  Re- 
lief from  Mrs.  Kva  Ballls  Douglas, 
who  has  Just  arrived  from  Persia  at 
Portland,  Oregon.  Mrs.  Douglas  has 
returned  to  recuperate  from  typhus 
with  which  her  husband  Was  also 
stricken  and  died  while  they  were  ad- 
ministering aid  to  refugees  driven  out 
by  the   Turks. 

"In  Teheran  and  other  cities,"  her 
mensage  read,  "men.  women  and  chil- 
dren are  pro8trat«JB  in  the  streets 
from   exhaustion   and  are   dying. 

"People  gather  dally  at  slaughter 
houses  with  small  vessels  to  collect 
blood  as  It  flowed  out  of  the  trough. 
People  were  gracing  In  the  fields  like 
cattle.  Children  came  to  our  rest 
bouses  with  flesh  hanging  on  bones 
like  rags,  voices  gone,  but  eyes  plead- 
ing and  imploring  for  a  crust.  The 
memory  of  their  emaciated  bodies 
shall    remain    forever   with   me."

that  Vice-Admiral  Behencke  had  been

The  text  of  the  etatement  reada: 

"On  the  occasion  of  the  hostile  at- 
tacks on  Moeovres  on  Tueaday,  a 
corporal  and  six  men  of  the  High- 
land Light  infantry,  forming  the 
garrison  ol^one  of  our  posta  north 
of  the  village,  were  surrounded  and 
believed  to,  have  been  captured. 
During  the  two  days  which  the"  Ger- 
mans were  In  occupation  of  Moeurraa 
the  party  maintained  lU  poaltlon 
with  great  gallantry  and  Infiicted 
many  casualties.  On  the  night  of 
Thursday-Friday,  when  Moeuvrea 
was  re-taken  by  us,  the  whole  party 
regained    iU    unit    without    loss. 

•'Yesterday  fresh  attack*  against 
our  poaitlons  north  of  Moouvres  were 
repulsed. 

"In  the  evening  the  enemy  heav- 
ily bombarded  our  positions  in  the 
region  of  Gauche  "Wood  and  under 
cover  of  thla  bombardment  preaaed 
us  back  slightly  on  one  of  our  ad- 
vanced positions  north   of     the  wood. 

"Throughput  the  night  the  German 
Infantry  made  determined  attenApts 
with  flamS'  throwers  and  bombs  to 
drive  In  our  posts  in  this  locality. 
All  the  attacks  were  repulsed  after 
hard  flghting.  In  the  night  our  line 
waa  advanced  Itlightly  northwest  of 
BellengUse. 

"This  morning  flghting  recom- 
menced  in   the  sector  east   of    Kpehy. 

"We  Improved  our  positions  slight- 
ly during  the  night  west  of  Mes- 
alnes,  capturing  a  German  strong 
position  and  several  prisoners.  Pro- 
gress waa  made  southwest  of  Tpres." 

EXPLOSION  CAUSES 

INJURY  TO  MANY 

NEW  YORK,  Sept.  21.— An  explo- 
sion of  steam  pipea  aboard  the 
steamer  Julia  Strafford,  headed  for 
Brooklyn  late  today  with  200  men 
and  women  workers  from  the  Stand- 
ard Shipyard  and  Shooters  Island,  re- 
sulted in  the  injury  of  many  of  the 
shipbuilders. 

Fifteen  of  the  victims  have  been  re- 
moved to  a  hospital  on  Staten  Island 
where  It  Is  said  that  at  leaat  five  are 
expected  to  die.  The  police  report 
that  many  of  tlaa  pasaengara  Jumped 
overboard  and  It  Is  feared  some  were 
drowned. 

A  complete  list  of  the  missing  will 
not  be  available  until  the  workers 
have  been  checked  up  on  Monday 
when  they  return  to  the  shipyards, 
the  police  said   late  tonight. 

Explosion  of  the  stearaplpes  sent  a 
cloud  of  steam  over  the  main  deck 
of  the  steamer,  where  most  of  the 
passengers  were  standing.  Some  were 
knocked  down  by  the  force  of  the 
blast.  Others  were  thrown  from 
their  feet  and  trampled  upon  in  the 
panic   that   ensued. 

Th#  police  estimate  that  at  least 
1««  persons  Jumped  Into  the  water, 
some  wearing  life  belts  and  others 
without    belts. 

The  nteamer  I'rscla,  also  lOaded 
with  shipyard  workers  and  which  was 
followed  the  Stafford,  put  out  boats 
and  picked  up  a  number  of  those 
struggling  in  the  wa^r.  Other  boaU 
hurried  to  the  scene  and  Joined  in  the 
rescue  work. 

A  power  launch  rushed  the  men  in- 
jured by  the  explosion  to  the  shore, 
where  ambulances  were  waiting  to 
take  them  to  the  hospitals. 

The  Stafford  was  only  slightly  dam- 
aged and  returned  to  Shooters  Island 
for   repairs.

Germany  Reports  Haig's 
Troops  Have  Failed  to  Cre- 
ate Base  for  Operating 
Against  Siegfried  Positions. 


AMSTKRDAM,  8«pt.  31. — A  Mini- 
ofllctal  report  on  the  recent  flchtlns 
Iseued  In  ^  Berlin  by  »n  army  expert 
■Aye:  "After  the  Anclo-French  forcee 
have  endeavored  vainly  elnce  Septem- 
ber 8  to  create  a  eultable  baae  from 
which  to  attain  their  aim  of  break- 
Ins  throuch  the  Siegfried  poeltlona, 
Marshal  Foch'a  troopa  resorted,  on 
the  18th.  to  a  bl«  maae  attack  from 
Havrlncourt  to  the  Somme. 

"The  attack  be^an  at  6.60  a.m. 
with  the  heaviest  tire  reaching  deep 
into  the  rear  of  the  terrain-  Numer- 
ous tanks  rattled  forward  before  the 
Anfflo-French  Infantry,  while  a  strons 
squadron  of  battle  airmen  descended 
very  low  In  order  to  shake  the  Ger- 
man defence  by  machine  »un  Are  and 
bomb    dropping. 

"On  the  flanks  at  Gouzeaucourt  and 
Treacault  our  troops  held  out.  The 
British  thrice  utormed  against  Gou- 
zeaucourt while  Treacault  held 
uiralnst  four  partial  attacks. 

"In  the  centre  the  British  succeed- 
ed in  preof^nK  in  the  German  lines. 
After  bitter  flKhtInK  Kpehy  and  Rons- 
»oy  remained  in  the  hands  of  the 
British.  • 

"Reports  come  that  after  further 
artillery  preparation  there  wa«  an- 
other British  onslaught  at  6.40  a.m. 
but  all  attempts  to  advance  from 
Ronssoy  were  foiled  by  machine  gun 
Are  from  the  ruins  of  Lemplre  and 
the  onsalught  south  of  that  point 
was  defeated  by  a  German  counter- 
attack. 

"All  efTorts  to  gain  ground  in  the 
St.  Quentin  sector  and  broaden  the 
attacking  area  south  of  the  Somme 
likewise    were    unsuccessful. 

"All  the  fighting  occurred  on  ter- 
rain in  front  of  the  Siegfried  line,  but 
failed  in  spite  of  the  greatest  exer- 
tion of  the  enemy.  It  Is  declared." 


OF  U.$.  AWN 


Major-General  Trenchard  Tells 
of  Destruction  Wrought  by 
Machines — Frankfort  Street 
in  Ruins. 


WITH  THE  AMBRICAN  ARMY  IN 
FRANCE,  Sept.  20. — (Reuter's) — In 
the  course  of  a  statement  on  the  ex- 
tent and  Importance  of  the  work  of 
the  British  Independent  Air  Force, 
Major-General  Trenchard.  Its  com- 
mander, spoke  today  In  the  highest 
pr&ise  of  the  American  airmen.  He 
said  they  were  as  good  as  his  own 
men  and  more  praise  could  not  be 
given,  as  he  did  not  believe  anything 
better  could   be  said. 

Their  daring,  their  ability  and  dis- 
cipline and  organization  could  hardly 
be  Improved  upon,  said  General  Tren- 
t  hai'd.  He  mentioned  that  he  re- 
cently had  bestowed  the  Distinguish- 
ed Flying  Cross  on  an  American  air- 
man. 

Among  a  number  of  captured  Ger- 
man letters.  General  Trenchartf 
fiuoted  one  describing  the  destruction 
wrought  by  aircraft.  This  said  that 
the  theatre  and  the  greater  part  of 
the  splendid  street.  Die  Zleb,  In 
Frankfort,  was  a  heap  of  ruins  and 
that    120   persons  had   been   killed. 

General  Trenchard  said  he  did  not 
consider  the  attainment  of  absolute 
superiority  In  the  air  was  a  profltable 
Ideal.  Those  who  Indulged  In  such 
an  ideal  had  no  conception  of  the 
number  of  planes  it  would  require  nor 
the  stuff  that  would  be  needed  to 
serve  them  as  every  pilot  must  have 
some  50  men  behind  him,  and  for 
every  plane  in  une  nine  would  be  re- 
quired   In    reserve. 


LETTS  REFUSE  TO 

FTGHT  BRITISH 

F<sM>n    Paper      Attiilnites      Bolshevist 
Defeat    to    Mutiny    of   Restmcnts 


AMSTERDAM.  Sept.  21. — The  re- 
cent Bolshevlkl  defeat  on  the  north- 
ern front  is  attributed  to  a  mutiny  of 
Lettish  regiments,  according  to  a 
telegram  to  the  North  German  Ga- 
zette of  Essen.  The  telegram  de- 
Clares  that  the  Letts,  who  hitherto 
have  been  |'althful  Allies  of  the  So- 
viet government,  refused  to  fight 
against  the  British.

Reichstag  Parties  Are  Deter- 
mined to  Form  Parliamen- 
tary Government — Discuss- 
ing Successor  to  Chancellor. 


AMSTERDAM,  Sept.  21.— The  gov- 
ernment crisis  In  Germany  is  ap- 
proaching a  decisive  stage,  according 
to  the  Leipzig  Tageblatt,  and  a  ma- 
jority of  the  parties  are  firmly  deter- 
mlnW  to  form  a  parliamentary  gov- 
ernment without  delay — «.  government 
which,  in  entire  Independence  of 
main  headquarters,  will  pursue  a 
policy  made  necessary  by  the  serious- 
ness of  the  hour.  The  Socialists  have 
declared  their  readiness  to  enter  the 
new  government  under  the  following 
condition^: 

First — The  abolition  of  certain 
paragraphs  In   the  constitution. 

Second — The  entry  of  at  least  two 
or  three  Socialists  in  the  government. 

Third — The  occupation  of  one  im- 
portant political  post,  presumably  the 
Ministry  of  the  Interior,  by  a  Social- 
ist, for  which  Frlederich  Ebert,  pre- 
sident of  the  main  committee  of  the 
Reichstag  and  vice-president  of  the 
Socialist  Democratic  party  is  the  fore- 
most candidate. 

The  Centre  party  definitely  decided 
on  Its  attitude  as  to  the  Chancellor- 
ship at  a  meeting  Monday.  A  section 
of  the  party  is  follo^ylng  the'  lead  of 
Herr  Geeroeber,  once  one  of  Its 
Reichstag  representatives.  In  a  desire 
to  retain  Count  von  Hertltpg.  The 
majority  of  the  party,  however,  de- 
mands the  retirement  of  the  Chancel- 
lor.

'German  newspapers  are  seriously 
discussing  the  participation  of  the 
Social- Democrats  In  the  government. 
Germany  reproaches  the  Socialists  for 
failing  to  utilise  the  opportunity  of 
gaining  Information  through  the  se- 
lection of  one  of  their  leaders  In  the 
government. 

"If  the  Social  Democrats  once 
undertook  to  share  the  responsibility. 
It  would  soon  realize  that  In  politics 
there  are  great  and  often  almost  In- 
surmountable dlflriculties."  Germanla 
says.  "For  this  very  reason  we 
should  not  object  to  Socialist  leaders 
entering  the  government."

House— Freight  Sheds  and 
Stock  Pens  Built. 


VANCOUVER.  B.  C.  Sept.  21.— 
Mr.  George  L.  Courtney,  general  man- 
ager of  the  P.  G.  E.,  has  returned 
from  an  extended  trip  as  far  as  Wil- 
liams Lake.  He  reports  that  a  large 
freight  shed  and  stock  pens  have  been 
constructed  at  69-Mlle  House  which 
will  prove  a  boon  to  the  cattle  men 
In    and    around    Clinton. 

The  laying  of  steel  was  commenced 
on  Friday  at  3  o'clock.  It  Is  expected 
to  average  a  mile  per  day,  and  79- 
Mlle  House  will  be  reached  very  soon. 
Large  sheds  will  be  erected  to  ac- 
commodate the  anticipated  Increased 
freight  traffic  from  the  surrounding 
country.  This  extension  will  prove  a 
great  benefit  to  the  farmers  and  stock 
raisers   of  that   district. 

Everything  looks  promising  for  a 
busy  season  in  movlng.llvestock  fod- 
der, potatoes  and  beans.  A  great  In- 
crease in  crops  Is  expected,  much 
more  land  being  put  under  cultivation 
than   last  year.

New  carea  have  come  upon  the 
local  Red  Crow  Society  with  the  de- 
mand for  ahlpmenta  of  warm  good, 
for  the  Brltiah  Expeditionary  Force 
In  Siberia.  It  la  logical  this  point 
should  be  looked  to  as  a  source  of 
supply  for  from  here  matertol  can  be 
transpoi^ed  all  the  way  by  water  and 
the  fact  it  will  l>e  our  privilege  to 
contribute  largely  In  this  way,  and  as 
well  because  this  is  the  point  of  con- 
centration Jor  Canada's  ^  contingent, 
should  arouse  local  Red  Cross  work- 
ers to  a  ranewad  aenae  of  duty.  There 
has  been  somewhat  of  a  waning  of 
.interest  in  thto  duty  during  recent 
months, whioh  cannot  altogether  ba 
aatribvtad  to  the  Summer  season. 
There  ara  fewer  worker,  in  attend- 
ance at  tho  Rod  C^roas  room,  than  this 
time  last  yealc  Vat  the  need  for  sup- 
pllaa  to  greater  than  ever.  We  are 
reaching  the  climax  of  the  war..  It  is 
questionable,  if.  owing  to  the  wide- 
sproad  natur*  of  the  fighting,  casual- 
tie,  wore  ever  heavier  than  they  ara 
today.  Thto  means  the  call  upon  tho 
Red  Cross  to  more  urgent,  more  Im- 
perativo.  than  over  in  the  past. 

VictorU  and  district  have  dona 
wonderfully  well  in  contributing 
time  and  money  ao  that  thto  graat 
Instrument  of  mercy  can  do  Ita  work 
thoroughly  and  efflcienUy.

Should  Maximum  Prices  Be  FUed? 

^''■' — Among  the  very  Interesting 
bulletin,  issued  by  the  department  of 
htotory  and  political  and  economic 
science  of  Queen's  University,  Kings- 
ton, Ontario,  is  bulleUn  number  27, 
entitled  "Should  Maximum  Prices  Be 
Fixed?"  It.  author  Is  Professor  W. 
C.  Clark  of  Queen's  University,  and  It 
Is  a  very  ably  written  and  closely  reas- 
oned pamphlet  of  thirty  pages.  If 
some  of  the  embryo  political  econo- 
mists in  our  midst,  who  think  they 
have  a  heaven-born  mission  to  teach 
governments  how  to  deal  with  high 
prices  and  the  high  cost  of  living, 
would  procure  a  copy  and  study  it 
carefully,  they  might  be  led  to  the 
conclusion  that  their  mission  was  not 
quite  as  heaven-bom  as  they  thought 
at    first. 

Professor  Clark's  arguments  are 
strong  and  conclusive.  They  force 
upon  one  the  conviction  that  maxi- 
mum prices  cannot  be  fixed  without 
doing  innnitely  more  harm  than  good, 
and  that  had  the  Government  yielded 
to  the  clamor  of  the  unthinking  and 
fixed  the  price  of  all  producU  at  the 
beginning  of  the  war,  the  last  sute  of 
such  an  action  would  have  been  worse 
than   the   first. 

At  the  outset  Professor  0*ark  i^clves 
us  a  fairly  accurate  picture  of  whpt 
we  have  seen  In  this  city.  Here  Is 
what  he  says:  "We  have  become  ac- 
customed to  more  or  less  staple  prices 
for  the  chief  staples.  WV  sudden  and 
extensive  rise  evokes  h  howl  of  rage. 
One  of  the  most  dim(%t  things  for  a 
people  to  do  Is  to  revla,.  its  standard  of 
Uving — downward.  A  nation  will  with- 
out a  murmur  give  Its  sons  to  be  crip- 
pled or  killed,  but  a  doubling  of  the 
price  of  bread,  a  reduction  of  sugar 
purchases,  and  all  the  relatively  small 
inconveniences  which  a  rapidly  rising 
price  level  brings  home  to  every 
household,  will  be  vigorously  resisted 
with  threats  of  strikes  In  vital  indus- 
tries and  bitter  cursing  of  speculator 
and  profiteer.  It  was  ever  thus.  Kv- 
ery  war  has  brought  Its  unusual  rise 
of  pricea  and  each  time  the  public  has 
been  wont  to,  and  taught  to,  regard 
the  rtoe  as  unnatural,  artificial  and 
wholly  unjustifiable,  being  merely  the 
wicked  work  of  people  who  want  to 
enrich    themaelves." 

This  Is  prectoely  what  we  "have  seen 
here.  All  those  howls  of  rage,  these 
fierce  denunctotions  of  speculators 
and  profiteers  come  mainly  from  peo- 
ple who  have  little  or  no  knowledge 
of  the  economic  problem  which  a 
great  war  forces  upon  the  world. 

'<8oon  after  the  outbreak  of  this 
war,"  the  Professor  tells  us,  "as  of 
most  wars,  governments  were  besieged 
with  complaints  against  the  rising 
cost  of  living.  The  blame  was  of  courM 
laid  at  the  door  of  .peculation,  profit- 
eering and  explolutlon  by  middlemen. 
To  curb  thi.  wickedness,  all  that  need- 
ed to  b*  done,  so  the  press  told  the 
public  and  the  public  told  the  govern- 
ment was  Oa  flx^maximum  prices."  • 

Thto  to  what  Mr.  Hoover  calls  "the 
speclou.  argumenU  of  the  .iren  of 
high   prices." 

The  dlfllcultle.  which  have  to  be 
overcome  on  attempting  to  fix  maxi- 
mum price..  Profesaor  Clark  aaserts 
"aeem  <o  defy  human  calculation." 
"Htotory  is  full  of  unsuccessful  at- 
tempts. The  experience  of  Julian  the 
Apoatat%,  of  Constantine.  of  Mediaeval 
Europe,  of  some  American  Colonies 
during  the  Revolution,  of  Revolution- 
ary France,  goes  to  show  that  govern- 
mental regulation  of  prices  usually  re- 
milt.  In  aggravating  the  evil  which  It 
seeks  to  remedy.^ 

We  hear  a  good  deal  about  I^rd 
Rhondda's  great  micceee  In  fixing  food 
prices  in  England,  and  we  are  gravely 
asked  If  It  can  be  done  mo  succeaefully 
there  why  it  cannot  atoo  be  made 
equally  so  t^9r*.  Juat  how  miccea.fnl 
has  Liord  Rhondda's  attempt  been? 
Oaa  ot  the  prominent  Lioadon  papers 
had  thi.  to  say  of  him:  "Aa  aoon  aa 
h^  touehea  anything  It  dlaappears 
from  the  market;  he  interferea  with 
one  commodity  and  another  hits  him 
on  the  none;  ovarythlna  bo  doe.  baa 
tba   moal   aarprtolnv   raanlta." 

In    a    tongthy    diaeaaalea   of    Lord 
Rhondda'a  aspariaaoa,  PrefOaaor  Clark 
other  thlaaa,  lafarma  na:

Prof  aa.  or  Ctork'a  argument  ahow- 
lag  why  the  Using  of  maximum 
prloea  baa  alway.  boon  a  failure  in 
tha  paat.  and  why  It  always  will  prove 
ao  in  the  future,  to  too  lengthy  to 
eoadonae  into  the  .pace  at  my  dto- 
poaal.  The  reader  who  to  interoeted 
In  tho  question  .hould  procure  a  copy 
of  the  pamphlet  and  carefully  atudy 
tho  aubjact  for  bimaelf. 

Under  one  condition  only  doOa  the 
learned  profoMor  bolleva  that  tha  fix- 
ing of  maximum  prloae  can  be  done 
with  aueoeaa.  That  to  where  the  gov- 
onunont  can  aaaume  control  of  pro- 
duction and  dtotributlon  aa  well  aa  the 
.ale.  In  that  eaae  it  would  be  neoea- 
aary  to  conm:ript  labor  aa  well  a.  tond. 
That.  It  aeem.  to  me,  would  bring  u. 
at  once  to  the  economic  mlllenium  of 
our  soctoltot  friend.,  the  .o-called 
communtotic  commonwealth.  Are  we 
quite  prepared  for  that?  Perhaps  a 
brief  sojourn  among  the  Doukhabours 
where  soma  such  system  prevaito, 
might  cure  one  from  any  longing  he 
may  have  for  a  life  under  those 
conditions. 

I  wonder  how  many  of  us  ever  stop 
to  think  of  the  number  of  men  there 
are  that  are  fighting  in  the  far-fiung 
battle  line  of  the  Allied  nations.  They 
have  vast  armiea  on  the  western  ^ 
front,  on  the  Italian  border.  In  Mace- 
donlav  in  Paleatlne,  In  Meaopotamla. 
on  the  Murmanak  coast  of  Northern 
Rusato,  and'  now  In  Siberia.  Behind 
the  llnea  are  polyglot  crowds  compris- 
ing hundreds  of  thousands  of  Chinese, 
BurmeM,  Hindus,  Algerians,  »Ioroc- 
cana,  Sengalese  and  peoples  of  many 
races  brought  from  South  Africa  and 
other  parte  of  the  world,  who  are  do- 
ing the  non-combatant  tobor.  All  of 
these  muat  be  amply  aupplied  with 
food- 
It  has  been  aald  that  an  army  trav- 
els on  Its  stomach.  One  of  the  ciUef 
carea  of  all  governments  in  this  great 
world  crtoto  to  to  get  food  enough — 
at  any  cost — to  supply  the  needs  of  all 
these  armies.  Since  this  war  began 
many  millions  of  men  have  died  of 
atarvation,  and  the  best  authorities 
believe  that,  in  spite  of  everything 
that  can  be  done,  millions  of  men  will 
die  of  starvation  during  the  coming 
year. 

Under  all  these  circumstances,  what 
would  have  b^en  thought  of  our  Gov- 
ernment If,  yielding  to  the  Importun- 
ities of  a  few  people  in  our  midst,  who 
show  by  what  they  write  that  they  dn 
not  understand  these  problems,  it  had 
fixed  the  price  of  food  stuffs  at  figures 
that  would  have  discouraged  produc- 
tion and  lessened  the  supplies  needed 
In  such  vast  quantities  to  feed  these 
men? 

The  Inconveniences  we  suffer  from 
high  price,  may  seem  to  sojne  of  us 
to  be  preat;  but  after  all  what  do 
they  amount  to  when  compared  with 
what  the  world  would  suffer  If  thefc 
should  be  a  shortage  of  food  ampuK 
the  Allied  nations.  The  necessity-  of 
encouraging  production  to  the  last 
PQund  of  fodd  should  make  us  forget 
these  inconvenlcncea  or  aubmit  to 
them  cheerfully.  And  after  all.  what 
are  we  aacrificing  In  thIa  way  when 
compared  with  tho  offeriqg  which 
aome  families  in  our  midat  have  laid 
and  are  yet  laying  upon  the  altar  of 
our   country?

Sir. — I  aaw  In  the  papers  of  last 
Saturday  that  there  wan  to  be  a  nioet- 
Ing  of  the  Victoria  CitizenH  Iron  Com- 
mittee at  their  headquarters.  Fort 
Street,  on  Monday  evening.  I  had  the 
audacity  to  Intrude  upon  this  meeting, 
and  try  to  give  some  little  advice  with 
respect  to  getting  all  tho  people  in  on 
the  Iron  venture.  But  there  were  only 
some  half  doxen  there,  and  an  ap- 
athetic Idt  we  were,  as  it  was  pointed 
out  by  letters  received  and  read,  that 
the  "bell  sheep"  of  the  flock  has  left 
for  pastures  new,  and  had  gone  into 
the  wood  business,  leaving  the  Iron 
Committee  to  dig  down  into  their 
Jeans  for  the  price  of  a  smelter.  But 
there  was  one  redeeming  note  about 
the  meeting,  as  It  transpired,  there 
waa  a  captain  of  induatry  (not  a  local 
man)  who  would  invest  JlOO.OOO  iii  a 
amall  smelter  that  would  turn  oyt  l.'> 
tons  of  pig  iron  a  day,  if  he  was  guar- 
anteed sufficient  ore.  So  it  was  de- 
cided to  get  busy  and  see  what  could 
be  done.  I  told  the  committee  a  little 
about  a  co-operative  smelter  pror op- 
tion that  should  be  launched  mnongst 
all  the  people  of  Brlttoh  Columbia.  It 
did  not.  however,  seem  to  appeal  to 
them,  so  I  give  It  here  to  you  for  the 
benefit  of  the  public.  It  to  a  thorouKhly 
democratic  co-operative  plan  to  get  all 
the  people  of  the  Province  interested 
in  something  of  benefit  to  us  all  here 
at  home,  and  the  Dominion  in  general. 

Now.  sir,  I  would  have  a  meeting 
called  In  each  city  throughout  Brlttoh 
Columbia  by  its  Mayor,  starting  In 
thto — the  Capital — and  Vancouver, 
and  elect  their  Worships,  Mayor  Todd 
and  Mayor  Gale,  president  and  vice- 
president  pro  tern.,  and  have  aome 
good  speakers  address  the  meetings, 
exptoinlng  thi  whole  system  of  the  co- 
operative company's  buslneas.

1  would  auggeat  that 
ten  sharee.  1100,  be  the  minimum 
atock  to  be  held  by  a  ahareholder. 
Tho  pajrments  to  be  made  in  ten  equal 
tnatallmenta,  thu.  giving  all  claaae.  a 
chance  to  get  In  and  help  hoild  up 
their  home  province  and  keep  them-

The  measace  to  the  diplomats  says 
this  government  Is  Informed  that 
the  peaceable  Russian  citlxens  of 
Petrovrad,  Moscow  and  other  cltiee 
are  suffarlnc  from  an  openly  avowed 
eampaign  of  terroriam,  that  thou- 
sands of)  persons  have  baen  shot 
without  even  a  form  of  trial  and 
that  lll-adminlatered  prisons  are 
filled   beyond  capacity. 

Great  Britain  and  France,  havinc 
virtually  declared  the  Bolshevlkl 
outlawa,  will  not  be  Interrosated,  but 
have  been  advised  by  cable  of  the 
action  of  the  United  States  Oovern- 
ment. 

A  precedent  for  this  action  on  the 
part  of  the  United  States  han  been 
found  in  a  situation  of  a  few  years 
SCO,  when  the  United  States,  after 
making  a  formal  protest  against  the 
Indiscriminate  massacre  of  the  Ar- 
menians by  the  Turks  called  upon 
the  nations  of  the  world  to  take  sim- 
ilar action.  This  alignment  of  the 
civilised  powers  of  the  world  bad  an 
Immediate  effect,  inasmuch  as  Ger- 
many, even  then  friendly  and  in  al- 
liance with  Turkey,  became  alarmed 
and  exerted  its  Influence  upon  the 
Turkish  Oovomment. 

Text  of-  InMrvtckma 

The  instructions  to  the  Unked 
States  representatives  at  foreign  capi- 
tals follow: 

"This  government  la  In  receipt  of 
Information  from  reliable  sources  re- 
vealing the  peaceable  Rvaslan  ciUaens 
of  Moscow,  Petrograd  and  other  cities 
are  suffering  from  an  opanly  avowad 
campaign  of  marked  terrorism  and 
are  subject  to  wholesale  executions.

THROW!;  DOUBT 


Head  of  Finnish  Infor'mation 
Bureau  Says  Bolshevist  Ex- 
posures, Published  by  U.S. 
Government,  Are  Forgeries, 


NEW  YORK.  Sept.  21  —The  au- 
thenticity of  the  documpnta  brought 
back  from  Ru.iaia  by  Rclgar  Siseon, 
special  repreeentatlvo  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Public  Information,  and  riven 
out  by  the  committee  as  proof  of  Bol- 
shevlkl intrlrue  with  c;ermany  was 
challenged  here  today  by  8.  Nuorteva, 
head  of  the  Finnish  Information  Bu- 
reau. He  declared  that  the  documenU 
are  "brasen  forgeries,"  and  were  Is- 
sued by  "certain  counter-revolution- 
ists." who  were  Interested  In  dis- 
crediting   the   Trotzky-L^nine    regime. 

The  documents,  he  said,  were  secur- 
ed by  Mr.  Sissons  from  Raymond 
Robins,  of  the  American  Red  Cross, 
to  whom  they  had  been  sent  by  the 
counter-revolutionists  and  who  had 
established  that  they  were  forgeries. 
Mr.  Nuorteva  said  that  at  the  time — 
January,  1918 — Mr.  Robins,  with  the 
consent  of  the  American  Ambassador, 
was  keeping  in  touch  with  the  Rus- 
sian Government.  According  to  Mr. 
Nuorteva.  Mr.  Robins,  aided  by  W.  B. 
Thompaon  and  Major  T.  Thatcher, 
alao  of  the  American  Red  Cross,  con- 
ducted an  investigation  which  con- 
vinced them  that  the  documents  were 
forgeries.  Then,  Mr.  Nuorteva  de- 
clared, Mr.  Sisson,  while  in  Mr.  Rob- 
ins' office,  "got  hold  of  the  above 
forementioned  forged  documents"  and 
later  cabled  them  to  America.  Before 
he  bad  cabled  tbem,  however,  Mr. 
Nuorteva  says.  Mr.  Sisson  agreed  with 
Mr.  Robins  they  "were  quite  unreli- 
able." 

Trotrky's   Trial 

Further  proof  that  the  documents 
were  forgeries,  Mr.  Nuorteva  declared, 
Is  found  In  the  fact  that  none  of  them 
were  used  against  Trotzky  at  his  trial 
in  July  and  Augunt,  1917.  "at  the  time 
when  the  Kerennky  (iovernment  was 
vitally  interested  In  convicting  Trotsky 
and  Lenine  as  Geriftan  agents." 

According  to  Nuorteva,  M.  Halpern, 
who  conducted  the  triaj^of  Trotsky. 
told  Mr.  'Robins  he  did  not  produce 
the  documents,  some  of  which  were 
then  in  Kerensky's  hands,  because  it 
had  been  learned  that  they  were  forg- 
eries. After  Mr.  Sisson  had  cabled 
the  documents  to  America,  Mr.  Nuor- 
teva declared  there  was  a  meeting  be- 
tween Sisson,  Robins,  Thatcher  and 
Arthur  Bullard,  of  the  Committee  on 
Public  Information,  at  which  Thatcher 
criticieed  Sisson  for  the  manner  In 
which  he  had  handled  the  matter.

Plan  to  Work  Along  Industrial  Instead

QUEBEC.  Sept.  21. — Efforts  made 
by  Western  trade  unionists  to  secure 
endorsement  for  a  plan  of  re-organis- 
ing workers  in  Canada  along  Indus- 
trial lines  instead  of  upon  craft  lines, 
as  at  present,  were  defeated  by  the 
Trades  and  L«abor  Congress  this  morn- 
ing. 

Motions  sent  to  the  Congress  from 
the  Winnipeg  and  Transcona  Coun- 
cils urged  that  the  change  was  neces- 
sary because  the  capitalist  class  can 
successfully  defest  the  separate  trades 
which  must  obtain  sanction  from  their 
Internationals  before  they  can  strike. 
The  motions  pointed  out  that  organ- 
ised industry  wss  the  modern  scien- 
tific method. 

A  debate  followed  a  motion  urging 
that  no  congress  officials  should  take 
office  under   the  Government. 

The  committee  on  tha  constitution 
recommended  non -concurrence  In  the 
motion.

SEEK  AID  TO  END 


Duma  Issues  Appeal  to  Public 
Opinion  of  Europe — Ukraine 
Protests  Against  Inhuman 
Poliiical  Struggle. 


AMSTERDAM,  Sept.  21. — At  a  re- 
cent meeting  of  merhbers  of  the  Rus- 
sian Duma  and  Russian  Imperial 
Council  at  Kiev  it  was  resolved,  says 
a  telegram  from  that  city,  to  issue  an 
appeal  to  the  public  opinion  of  Europe 
and  all  Governments  to  put  an  end  to 
"the    Bolshevlkl    terror." 

The  Ukrainian  Council,  the  dispatch 
adds,  has  decided  to  send  a  protest  to 
all  countries  against  the  arrest  and 
shooting  of  Ukrainian  subjects  in  Rus- 
sia and  the  "Inhuman"  form  of  polit- 
ical struggle  now  existing.  The  ap- 
peal will  ank  the  various  governments 
to  associate  themselves  with  the  pro- 
testants. 

The  Ukrainian  Government  also  has 
decided  to  ask  Ciermany  to  undertake 
the    protection   of   Ukrainian   Russia.

County  Court  Reverses  Judg- 
ment of  Police  Magistrate 
Convicting  F,  R.  Stewart  & 
Company  of  Waste  of  Food. 


Judce  I..ampman  In  th«  County 
Court  on  Wednesday  auatJiined  the 
appeal  of  F.  R.  Rtevrart  A  Company 
front  the  declaion  of  Mairiatrate  Jay  in 
the  Police  Court  on  May  'i%,  where  the 
defendant  conipany  waa  fined  $199 
and  coata  for  alleged  infraction  of  tha 
food  rcsulationa.  The  caae  waa  In- 
atituted  aralnat  the  company  on  tha 
Information  that  about  three-fourths 
of  a  ton  of  onlona  had  been  discarded 
aa  sarbase,  thonsh  aald  to  be  fit  for 
food.  The  maclatrate  thousbt  that 
even  though  the  onlona  in  queatton 
micht  have  been  unaalable  the  com- 
pany ahould  have  found  a  way  to  slva 
them  away  rather  than  waate  their 
food  value.  The  company  contended 
that  the  produce  waa  not  fit  for  food 
and  were  fully  Justified  In  their  ac- 
tion. Thia  waa  borne  out  In  the  Judg- 
ment   of  the   higher   court. 

I^lttle  new  evidence  was  introduced 
in  the  appeal  caae,  though  samples 
<jf  the  onions  were  offered  to  show 
that  in  most  cases  where  the  exterior 
of  the  vcKetable  seemed  to  be  faviM- 
able,  ill  ('Utting  It  open  the  centre  was 
In  a  state  of  rottenneps  The  amount 
consigned  to  the  dqmp  represented 
the  shrlnWafire  on  a  car  lot  which  had 
iea<hed  the  defendants  in  bad  shape. 
After  getting  In  coniinunicaiion  with 
the  shippers  an  agreement  was  reach- 
ed by  the  consignee  that,  owing  to  the 
advanced  stage  of  the  season  he  would 
stand  half  the  shrinkage  In  the  car. 
The  company  showed  that  they  had 
attempted  t<r  get  rid  of  the  onions  by 
giving,  them  away,  as  is  the  practice 
of  the  firm  In  cases  of  the  kind  where 
fruit  is  unsalable  yet  partially  fit  for 
food.  In  the  caae  in  court  the  flrm'a 
<?plnlon  that  the  stock  was  unfit  waa 
upheld  by  Judge  I^ampmun.  The 
court  ordered  the  refund  of  the  fine 
imposed  In  the  police  court  and  the 
coats  aaseaaed.  F.  R.  Stewart  &  Com- 
pany were  fully  exonerated  of  an  in- 
fraction  of   the    food    regulations.

Capt.  Allan  Lyons,  O.C.M.,  Re- 
fused to  Leave  Trench  When

Captain  Allan  (Gus)  Lyons.  DC  M., 
who  has  been  (  ghting  with  the  Ifith 
Battalion  since  it  arrived  on  the  fir- 
ing linp  esriy  in  1915,  has  lout  his  left 
leg  an  a  result  of  wounds.  Some  time 
ago  when  he  refuaed  to  leave  the 
trenches  with  a  broken  to«,  he  said 
he  would  stick  as  long  as  he  had 
feet  to  stand  on.  ard  he  kept  his 
word.  His  condition  Is  reported  to  b© 
serious. 

In  the  early  months  of  Canada's 
participation  In  the  war  "(Jus"  Lyona 
was  known  all  down  the  line  for  hia 
daring.  Yet  while  he  took  part  in  all 
the  most  important  actions,  he  eacap- 
ed  injury  until  the  bombardment  of 
the  Tpres  salient  In  the  Rummer  of 
19 1«.  On  that  occasion  his  life  waa 
saved  by  his  steel  helmet,  which  waa 
hit  In  several  places  by  shell  splin- 
ters. 

He  l«ft  here  as  a  private  In  the 
first  draft  from  the  50th  Gordon 
Highlanders  only  a  week  or  two 
after  the  outbreak  of  war.  He  won 
promotion  early,  and  In  the  Spring  of 
11  IS  he  waa  made  sergeant  and 
awarded  the  Dlatinguiahed.  Conduct 
Medal.  A  few  weeks  later  he  was 
given  a  commission,  and  then,  in 
June,  1S16.  waa  wounded  at  Tpres. 
In  December  of  th"  name  year  he  re- 
turned  here  on   sick   leave. 

Before  going  oversea*  Capt.  Lyona 
waa  a  clerk  In  the  offices  of  purdlck 
Brtw.  and  Rrett.  and  previous  to  that 
waa  in  the   Bank  of  Montreal.

We  saw  the  other  week  that  we 
could  not  blockade  the  German  ports 
by  mlneflelds  so  long  as  there  Is 
a  German  fleet  In  existence,  writes 
Mr.  Arthur  Pollen  In  the  London 
really  Chronicle.  If  we  uae  mines 
and  he  goes  on  It  muat  be  further 
afield.  Now  we  know  that  mine- 
fields have  been  laid.  Our  Govern- 
ment has  warned  navigators  to  avoid 
three  areas:  one  of  about  2,000 
square  miles,  from  the  Flemish  coast 
to  the  mouth  of  the  Thames:  another, 
three  or  four  times  this  sise.  off  the 
l>anlsh  coast  and  stretching  into  the 
Kattegat;  a  third,  ten  times  the  else 
of  the  flrat,  stretching  from  Norway 
to  within  20  or  30  miles  of  Scotland. 
Few  understand  how  such  vast  mlne- 
flelds can  be  made,  or  exactly  what 
their  value  is.  A  submarine,  they 
nay,  can  slip  through  a  specs  60 
feet  wide  and  between  two  levels 
40  feet  apsrt.  To  make  a  mineflsld 
impenetrsble  to  submarines,  thsn. 
you  would  want  mines  at  the  rate  of 
120  to  the  mile  laterally,  and  at  every 
40  feet  tevel  till  you  got  as  low  as 
a  submarine  could  dive.  If  W^  ^ke 
260  feet  as  the  lowest,  then  six 
layers.  If  not  seven,  woul^  be  wanted. 
Now  all  the  north  Sea  from  Norway 
to  Scotland  la  deeper  than  SOO  feet. 
To  msks  a  single  barrier,  then.  2i0 
miles  long  we  should  want  120  multi- 
plied by  seven,  or  §40  mines  to  the 
mile,  or  more  than  200.000  mine*  (or 
one  section  of  this  barrier  alone. 
Cost    of    a    MiaeMId 

Now,  mines  are  not  cheap.  They 
may  cost  anything  from  ClOO  to  £200 
apiece  without  exploslvs.  and  T.N,T. 
and  guncotton  are  pretty  ezpenahre 
nowadays.  Fifty  mlUton  sterUng 
wonld  go  In  a  single  unit  of  a  slngla 
minefield  at  this  rate.  Bat  In  war 
we  ignore  cost.  Tee;  but  we  oannot 
ignore  work  and  the  time  It  takes. 
The  Urst  thing,  thsn.  that  bothers  tho 
lay  reader  is  that  K  le  qntto  tm- 
poaslble  to  make  the  minefields  at  alL 

Tho  second  Is  that,  whoa  you  do 
make  a  minolleld.  you  hare  to  toll  all 
tho  world  where  it  is.  Tea  aro 
hound  to  do  this  by  tho  ooaToatloao 
whieh  we,  who  are  yartloo  to  tlMtn. 
consider  btndlng.  *^e1l.  If  wo 
all  the  world,  tho  eaomy  ool 
win  keep  out  of  tho  mteofloMg.  a»a 
tlMB  what  Is  the  use? 

Tho   truth   of  tho   mattor   la 
thoro  la  ao 
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ate  levels,  they  must  be  a  considera- 
ble distance  apart.  The  mine-layers 
must  havs  plenty  of  room  for  travel- 
ing about  and  looking  after  their 
mines,  and  replacing  those  which 
break  away  and  are  lost.  It  Is  their 
secret  what  parts  of  the  fleld  are  safe 
and  what  are  unsafe.  The  number  ot 
mines  used,  then,  are  nothing  llk« 
so  fabulous  as  the  too  logical  layman 
has  supposed. 

Next,  the  purpose  of  ths  mine< 
fleld  is  not  defeated  If  the  enoaiy 
avoids  It  because  Its  purpose  Is  not 
merely  to  trap  him.  it  ia  to  divert 
him.  The  threat  of  mines  limits  his 
freedom  of  action,  juat  as  the  threat 
of  the  torpedoes  in  battle  may  (ore* 
big  ships  to  manoeuvre  to  get  out 
of  thslr  way.  If  no  submarine  can 
get  either  from  the  German  harbours, 
from  Zeebrugge  or  from  Ostend  into 
the  Channel,  except  through  a  nar- 
row passage  off  the  British  coaat.  the 
task  of  watching  their  passage  la  very 
much  slmpllfled.  If  the  Germaa 
pirates  are  cut  off  from  sneaking  op 
the  North  Sea  by  way  of  Denmark 
and  Norway  ,  and  are  compelled  to 
come  across  to  our  coaats  If  they  wish 
to  go  round  Scotland  to  ths  Atlantic, 
then  the  Job  of  listening  for  them, 
tracing  them,  and  depth-charging 
them  Is  made  much  simpler.  Let 
us  start,  then,  with  the  proposition 
that  the  mlnefleld  Is  intended  to 
facilitate  all  the  other  methods  of 
dealing  with  the  submarine. 
Distant  and  Blockading  MlneAelds 

It  Is  the  great  distinction  between 
the  distant  minefield  and  the  block- 
ading mlnefleld.  that  the  first  is 
neither  an  absolute  barrier  nor  a 
complete  harrier,  that  Is  from  shore 
to  shore,  and  no  In  of  a  different 
character  altogether  from  that 
which  might  be  laid  round  the  Ger- 
man harbours  If  the  Germans  had 
no  means  of  preventing  the  opera- 
tions. 

The  use  of  mines  in  not  limited 
to  placing  them  in  proclaimed  mlne- 
flelds. Tou  are  bound  to  proclaim 
only  the  fields  whers  mines  can  be 
encountered  by  surfacs  ships.  Now 
no  ships  draw  iflors  than  forty  feet. 
And  all  the  bigger  submarines  when . 
their  periscopes  are  showing  on  ths 
surface  have  their  keels  nearly  st 
this  depth  under  water.  If  your 
mines  sre  of  such  as  by  Intsrna- 
tlonsl  agreement  they  are  bound  to 
be,  then  they  would  be  perfectly  safe 
as  long  as  they  are  anchored  deeper 
In  the  water  than  the  surface  ship* 
can  rsaoh,  bechuse  they  tan  only  ox* 
plode  when  they  are  struck  by  a 
ship's  heel  or  bottom.  And  thoy  wilt 
also  be  perfectly  safe  If  they  break 
their  moorings  and  rise  to  tho  eur- 
faoe,  because  they  can  bo  fired,  not 
by  a  blow  at  any  point,  hut  only 
by  one  delivered  at  some  portion  of 
tho  mine  which  oporatos  tho  firing 
mechanism,  and  tfilo  moefaaalam  lo 
dloeonaootod  tho  moiaont  tho  pull  of 
thg  moortag  rope  Is  rsmored.

Moses  Tran  Clegg.  noted  as  a  bac- 
teriologist through  his  research  work 
In  leprosy,  disd  In  Honolulu  last 
week  aftsr  a  long  lllnsas. 

Mr.  Clegg  began  his  study  of  lep' 
rosy  when  he  was  assisUnt  dlreotor 
of  the  Bureau  of  Solenoe  in  the  Phil- 
ippines (n  not.  In  1»0»  he  suocsed- 
ed  In  Isolating  and  propagating  tho 
leprosy  bacillus,  an  accomplishmsot 
which  won  him  Instant  recognition 
m  the  medleal  world  and  which  re- 
volutionist later  research  work.  He 
was  ah  acknowledged  authority  on 
the  treatment  of  leprosy. 

His  work  In  the  Philippines 
brought  him  to  Honolulu  for  service 
In  the  leprosarium  there,  where  he 
was  located  for  Ave  years,  leaving  la 
1916  In  answer  to  a  call  from  the 
United  mates  Public  Hsalth  ■stdcis. 
He  spent  soms  tlms  in  ths  statr  «• 
the  bubonic  plague,*  and  was  in  flan 
Francisco  and  New  Orleans  for  brisf 
peHods.  Hs  served  the  Port  of  New 
York  as  laboratory  director  for  II 
months,  rstttrnlng  to  Honolulu  «arly 
this  year  to  become  superintendent 
of  Queens'  HosptUl. 

While  In  New  York  he  took  pfrt 
in  the  oampilgn  against  Infantlla 
paralysis,  then  swseplng  the  East- 
ern States. 

Mr.  Clegg  was  born  at  Red  Bluff, 
Ark..  In  li76.  and  was  educated  at 
the   University   of  Arkansas.

^The  Increase  of  allotments  and 
small  holdings  In  England  from  460.- 
900  to  l.SOO.OOO,  has  brought  about 
a  congestion  and  alurplus  of  vsgetable 
crops,  whloh.  irwlng  to  the  situation 
of  allotment  areas,  is  often  dlfllcult 
to  dispose  of,  and,  the  surplus  being 
a  iimall  one,  so  far  as  the  Individual 
growers  are  concerned,  the  producer, 
so  long  as  his  own  wants  are  sup- 
plied. Is  apt  to  allow  the  balance  to 
go  to  waste. 

The  food  production  department  of 
the  Board  of  Agriculture  felt  that  at 
a  time  like  the  present  this  was 
wrong,  and  machinery  Is  now  In  mo- 
tion to  deal  with  it,  by  the  establish- 
ment In  every  country  of  a  central 
market,  and  small  collecting  sUtions 
In  the  villages  as  feeders  for  the 
larger  central  depot.  In  addition  to 
this,  a  very  large  utility  rabblt-rear- 
Ing  scheme  Is  also  running,  anS  will 
go  a  great  deal  to  utilize  the  surplus 
green  produce  on  many  allotments 
during  the  Autumn  and  ^Winter 
months. 

In  mild  Winters  like  the  last,  very 
little  damage  is  done  by  frost  to 
green  crops,  and  the  high  prices  at 
present  ruling  In  large  centers  of  In- 
dustry are  In  a  great  measure  due  to 
the  dtfllculty  of  transport  by  ths  rail- 
ways and  roads,  combined  with  acute 
labor  shortage,  as  in  the  actual  pro- 
ducing dlstrlcU  no  shortage  exists. 

Up  to  the  early  part  of  101 8  the 
chief  county  committee  dealing  with 
all  matters  connected  with  agricul- 
ture was  the  War  Executive  Commit- 
tee, whose  powers  were  very  exten- 
sive, but  It  may  be  readily  Imagined 
that  the  amount  of  work  falling  upon 
such  committees  In  dealing  with  pure 
agriculture,  rendered  them  unable  to 
handle  elBclently  any  new  scheme 
dealing  with  garden  produce  alone. 
It  therefore  became  necessary  to  set 
up  a  new  authority  represenUtlve  of 
the  War  Agricultural  Committee,  but 
with  co-opted  msmOers  drawn  frolh 
the  horticultural  section  of  the  com- 
munity as  repreasntln«  allotmanu, 
small  holdings,,  private  and  market 
gardening.  This  has  bsen  aooom- 
pllahsd  by  the  formation  of  sub-hor- 
ticultural committees  In  each  county, 
and  their  flrst  duties  have  been  to 
get  In  touch  with  all  allotmsnt  so- 
cieties, bortloultural  representatives, 
womon'a  InsUtotss,  women's  war 
agrleultvral  oommlttsss,  co-operative 
gooiacisa,  and,  in  short,  with  all  or- 
tanlaaClena  la  their  arsa  which  are  at 
prssant  oonesrned  with  food  produc- 
tion an  hortlottltural  llnee.

W.  1.  sScletles  are  enabled  to  do  so 
at  a  cost  of  £1,  as  compared  to  £5  in 
ordinary  circumstances,  and  fey  are 
also  provided  with  a  set  oi  model 
rules. 

Committees  of  Transport 
The  Ministry  of  Food  has  formed 
over  aetf, transport  sub-committees  of 
food  control  committees  In  the  princi- 
pal IndustrUI  and  agricultural  areas 
of  the  country,  and  these  will  assist 
In  the  organisation  of  arrangements 
for  transporting  surplus  produce,  and 
the  horse  officers  have  been  asked  to 
give  all  the  help  they  can  In  the  way 
of  providing  horse  transport. 

Some  counties  have,  within  the  last 
two  yeaj-8.  worked  out  their  own  sal- 
vatioh  and  a  notable  i>%unty  In  this 
respect  Is  Worcestershire,  which  em- 
braces an  extensive  market  gardening 
area  both  as  regards  fruit  and  vege- 
tables. As  the  result  of  a  large  and 
representative  meeting  called  In  1917 
It  was  resolved  to  form  a  society,  and 
at  a  subsequent  meeting  a  society  was 
formed  and  a  provisional  committee 
appointed;  £1,000  worth  of  shares 
was  taken  up  at  the  time  of  the  for- 
mation of  the  society  and  another 
£1,000  later  on.  The  shares  were  6s 
sach,  one-quarter  of  which  was  paid 
up,  and  they  were  taken  both  by 
growers  and  others  who  wished  to 
support  the  scheme,  which  has  been 
a  great  success.  The  society  set  up  a 
cannlne  centre,  and  the  flrst  profits 
have  been  used  for  the  purchase  of 
premises  for  a  drying  factory.  What 
one  country  can  do  can,  therefore, 
be  done  by  others  similarly  situated, 
and  there  Is  no  proposal  on  the  part 
of  the  Food  Production  Department 
to  Interfere  with  private  enterprise, 
but  to  encourage  and  assist  It 
wherever  possible. 

Some  districts  have  adopted  this 
system;  notable  examples  are  E<ast 
Orimstead  In  Sussex,  and  Llanfalr- 
fechan  Jn  North  Wales.  Stalls  ars 
renteil  Either  by  one  producer  or  by 
several,  who  pool  their  produce  and 
appoint  one  or  more  of  their  number 
to  sell.'  In  other  districts  small  co- 
operative societies  have  been  formed, 
where  only  shareholders  contribute 
or  purchase,  and  the  shares  are  of 
the  low  value  of  fa  each.  A  society 
started  on  the  lines  described,  with 
a  capital  of  £4.  had.  In  ttje  course  of 
a  few  months,  a  turnover  of  £100, 
and  has  now  £10  to  Its  credit.  Most 
of  the  dealings  of  this  society  were 
with  hotels  and  boarding  houses,  and 
they  have  not  Interfered  with  local 
markets,  but  have  effected  the  dis- 
posal of  surplus  produce  .which  would 
otherwise  have  been  wasted.  It  Is 
hoped  that  the  sub-horticultural  com- 
mittees will,  wherever  poeslbto.  do  all 
In  their  power  to  Increase  the  area 
under  cultivation,  and  arrange  for  the 
raising  of  transplantable  plants  of 
onion,  cabbage,  brocoU,  etc..  for  dis- 
tribution at  reasonable  rates  to  allot- 
ment holders  and  small  growersi

A  squad  of 
determined  moturmen  Immediately  took 
charge  of  the  situation  and  nov  Ihn 
dinky  little  cars  are  running  through 
the  streets  of  the  city  in  true  American 
style.

J.  Voaa  to  at  praaant  realdtog  In 
Kiel.  He  to  the  leg-puHer.  Hte 
Tletlm  to  the  Kleler  Zeltung  and  thoee 
of  Ita  readara  who  believe  Voea'a 
atory.  The  Voea  peraon  clalma  to 
have  eacaped  from  internment  to 
■nglaad,  and  hto  experieaoea  and 
impreaaiona  of  England  have  been 
pobllahed  In  the  Kleler  Zeltung** 
laaue  of  July  21th.  1918. 

He  beglna:  "For  three  ^ears  and 
a  half,  I  waa  a  prlaoaer  In  EngUnd. 
On  a  amall  laland  in  the  Irish  Sea 
I  partook  of  Sngltoh  hoapltallty  In 
the  company  of  some  20,000  German*. 
Auatriana  and  Turks.  I  subaequenUy 
travetod  all  over  Bngland.  How  I 
managed  that  I  shall  not.  of  course, 
devulge."  That  Is  where  Herr  Voas 
la  making  a  great  mlatake.  At  least 
It  might  have  given  "an  aarttstlc 
vertolmilitude  to  an  otherwise  bald 
and  unconvincing  narrative." 

He  next  deaoribea.  not  bis  eacape. 
but  hie  arrival  "In  one  of  the  larx'at 
Bngltoh  porta  In  January.  1918." 
There  he  aaw  aa  aatoundlng  eight 
which  forced  him  to  believe  more 
^ap  he  thought  poaaible  at  Drat. 

"Where  waa  the  enormous  mer- 
chant fleet?  Outside  the  harbor 
eight  camouflaged  paaaenger  and 
freight  vesaela.  belonging  to  the 
Cunard  and  White  Star  linea,  were 
lying,"  like  Voas,  presumably,  "and 
theae.  as  an  Engltohman,  believeing 
me  to  be  one  of  bis  own  countrymen, 
informed  me,  d^ed  not  eall  on  ac- 
count of  the  German  submarines,  and 
In  order  to  protect  themselvea  agalnat 
a  aubmarlne  attack  while  In  the 
harbour  they  had  been  camouflaged 
by  paint"  One  can  only  suppose  that 
aa  aoon  aa  the  coaat  waa  clear  the 
camouflage  paint  was  ecrapad  oflt 
and  they  were  allowed  to  proceed, 
living  on  Scorapa 

The  flrat  thing  which  old  man 
Voaa  did  waa  to  look  round  for  food, 
for  during  the  laat  alx  montba  of  hia 
impriaonment  he  lived  upon  potatoes. 
six  or  seven  every  day,  a  Uttl^  treacle, 
tea  twice  a  day,  and  if  they  were 
hicky  twice  a  week  they  had  three 
dog-biaculta  One  can  imagine  the 
Ungaage  which  would  be  uaed  In  the 
dUterant  Internment  campa  if  the 
authoritlea  entered  into  the  aplrlt  of 
tha  jeat  and  actually  fed  the  prtoonera 
an  the  aoale  lajd  down  by  Voea! 
However,  Voaa  in  hto  queat  for  food 
found  only  bread  carda. 

"One  could  easily  get  bread  earla. 
similar  to  thoae  in  Germany,  but 
thera  waa  no  bread  in  the  bakera' 
shops.

iJhrtag  to  Clever 

After  thto  he  apant  a  month  with 
an  "exeallant  tallow"  to  Lendoa  who 
had  a  oellar  full  "o^  all  aorta  of 
thlnga"  calculated  to  laat  him  and  hto 
atoter  for  yeara.  "Bvery  momtog  we 
had  freah  bread,  baked  at  homa.  ^ad 
bacon  and  egga."  Preaumably  Tha 
egga  came  from  the  eeltor.  where 
they  had  been  repoel^ig  atoo  "for 
yeara."  "Later  experlepeee  proved 
that  my  frlaad  waa  not  tha  only  man 
who  waa  aajoytag  tha  fht  of  the 
land."  Truth  wUl  out.  in  aplU  of 
even  people  like  Voaa.  Bvery  man. 
woman  and  child  In  Bngland  la  en- 
joying the  fat  of  the  land  in  com- 
parlaon  with  the  people  of  Germany, 
who.  by  the  way,  "almply  amaae"  the 
placid   Voaa   by  their  diaoontent. 

During  hto  atay  in  I^ndon  Mun- 
chausen, (I  beg  hto  pardon.  Voaa) 
saw  an  air  raid.  "The  morning 
following  the  flrat  air  raid  I  walked 
down  the  Strand  from  Westmlnater 
to  Waterloo  Bridge.  Hardly  anything 
was  left  of  the  great  bridge;  eome 
bombs  had  fallen  on  to  the  pavement 
near  the  bridxe  and  had  made  gigan- 
tic holes."  Not  only  doee  Voaa  try  to 
persuade  his  readers  that  Waterloo 
Bridge  was  destroyed,  but  also  that 
the  entire  Strand  waa  bodily  shifted 
from  Ita  normal  conrae  between 
Trafalgar  Square  and  Aldwych  to  a 
point  between  Weatralnater  and 
Waterloo  Bridge,  a  distance  of  about 
two  to  four  hundred  yards  or  so.

Voaa'a  next  move  waa  to  go  to  a 
mualc  hall,  "one  of  the  beat  muaic 
-/lalla — the  Victoria  Palace — where, 
generally  apeaking,  the  audience  to 
composed  of  the  upper  olaaaea." 
Among  the  picturea  exhibited  were 
"aorae  absolutely  low  picturea  of  our 
Kaiaer  and  various  statesmen,  but 
for  the  moat  part  they  conatotad  of 
fllma  depleting  the  scarcity  of  food 
in  Germany,  especially  in  Berlin. 

Ona  pic- 
ture repreaentad  thouaaoda  of  German 
women  and  childrap  atarved,  aa  a  ra- 
anlt  of  the  Bngltoh  blockade.  Drun- 
ken German  Bandaturm  men  then 
appeared,  who  oayonetad  the  corpaea, 
which  were  then  burled  in  heapa  in 
common  graves."  The  more  intel- 
ligent readera  of  the  Kieler  Zeitung 
will  probably  aak  themaelvea  the 
question  how  the  enterprlaing  film 
company  nuknaged  to  aeoure  paaa- 
porta  from  both  the  Brittoh  and  Ger- 
man Governmenta  in  order  to  go  over 
to  Berlin,  Hamburg  and  Frankfurt 
for  the  purpose  of  filming  theaa 
blood-  curdling  aeenea. 

RloM  to  Imagination 

Finally,  Voaa  aurpasaea  Mmaelf  by 
aaylng:  "In  the  atreeta  of  London 
one  aeea  Indian  Ghurkaa.  in  bodlea 
of  SO  or  40,  under  the  command  of 
black  officers,  who  are  there  for  the 
purpose  of  intimidating  the  starving 
populace.  Theae  hordes  have  attack- 
ed whole  villages  in  Ltocolnshire  and 
utterly  wiped  them  out."  Duk-ing 
ray  ten  montha'  realdence  in  London 
I  have  not  seen  one  Ohnrka,  in  fact 
the  only  place  I  have  ever  seen  them 
waa  France,  where  they  were  cer- 
tainly moat  successful  in  intimidating 
the  boche.  The  idea  of  Ghurkaa  be- 
ing commanded  by  "black  officera"  is 
absurd  to  anyone  who  *nows  any- 
thing at  all  about  them.  They  may 
In  eome  case*  come  under  the  charge 
of  native  officers,  but  theae  are  no 
more  black  than  are  the  Ghurkaa 
themselves,  who  are  no  more  black 
than  Herr  Voaa  is — perhaps  not  so 
much. 

It  Is  gratlfylngr  to  think  that  Herr 
Voss's  Actions  have  been  given  a  wide 
publicity  In  Bngland,  where  thry 
have  been  read  with  much  am«#8e- 
ment  by  the  people.  Not  the  least 
piquant  feature  in  the  Joke  to  the 
thought  that  peealbly  there  are  Ger- 
mans who.  In  their  sublime  Ixnor- 
anc^,  have  pinned  their  faith  In  the 
utterances  of  Voes.  H(yv  he  must 
be   laughing!

-  But  be- 
hlhd  the  words  of  caution  and  criti- 
cism glimmered  Incessantly  ths  good- 
will and  kindly  feeling  that  are  part 
At  him  In  all  his  dealings  with  Orsat 
BrIUin. 

Sometimes  his  colloquies  with  Sir 
Kdward  Orey,  as  hs  then  wae.  were 
exceptionally  protracted.  On  one 
occaaion  his  entourage  wa^  positively 
alarmed.  What  could  be  the  meaning 
of  it?  Was  there  a  serious  hitch  be- 
tween the  two  uountrlea?  It  was 
known  that  cotton  was  a  burning 
question.  Dr.  Page,  being  a  South- 
erner, had  the  subject  at  hia  flingera' 
ends.

raaolt  of  tha  war.  any  idea  of  asaat- 
4aff  an  indemnity  from  Qermaay 
would  be  unwarranted  harahneea. 
Thla  theaifl  Mr.  Cberadame  axplodea 
with  no  little  effect  by  ahowinc  that, 
notwlthstandlnir  the  immenae  output 
of  capital  involved,  Germany  so  far 
haa  made  a  eubetantial  profit  out  of 
tha  war.      Ha  writes: 

"Thoush  the  Oermane  have  wacad 
WMr  far  more  cheaply  than  their  en- 
amlee,  they  have  already  made  war- 
proflta  which  now  and  In  the  future 
would  be  worth  billlona  of  dollara  If 
the  essential  features  of  the  preaant 
situation   were    tu   remain    unchanged. 

"Germany  has  Hpent  in  three  years 
of  war  per  head  of  population  9SM.60, 
or  1 122.50  less  than  France.  Franca 
haa  spent  $444,  or  38  per  cent  more 
than  Germany.  Great  Britain  has 
spent  t56».76.  or  $237. 3S  more  than 
Germany.  Thua,  while  Germany  beara 
a  burden  of  100,  a  Frenchman  haa 
to  bear  a  burden  of  131,  and  a  British 
Ottlsen  has  to  bear  a  burden  of  174. 

"These  f%pta  are  extremely  Import- 
ant. They  show  that  if  the  formula, 
'no  tndemnltles,'  were  applied  to  war- 
azpanditure,  the  result  would  be  that 
Frenchmen,  who  were  -  oppoaed  to 
war.  would  be  obliged  to  bear  a  flnan- 
olal  burden  one-third  and  British 
oltlsena  a  burden  more,  than  two- 
thtrds  heavier  than  that  of  the  faith- 
ful subjects  of  the  Germaa  Kaiser. 
who  let  loose  the  war. 

"The  diCCerence  becomea  still  more 
■trlkinr  if  the  war  outlay  of  tha  two 
>^Vroapa   of   balllgarenta   be   compared 
.  1W  tha  tlmt  three  years  of  tha  war. 
'  X>Orinc  that     time  the     Central  Km- 
plrea  spent    roughly    |3S,000.«00,000. 
while  the  Alllaa  spent  9««.S60,0(M),000. 
or  |St,tl0,OO0,00  more  than  tha  Cen- 
tral Powers. 

"This  outlay  does  not  Include  the 
war  outlay  of  Servia.  Roumania. 
Greece,  Japan,  and  the  United  States, 
which  can  not  be  exactly  reckoned 
for  lack  of  precise  retuma.  Thus  It 
la  not  otUy  France  that  would  ba 
ruined  by  a  peace  concluded  on  tha 
haala  of  the  formula,  'no  Indamai- 
tieo,'  but  all  the  other  Buropean  Al- 
llaa ai  well." 

A  marine  Ust  of  ProAta 

Th*  author  goes  on  to  draw  up  an 
amasing  list  of  war  proflU  that  have 
haan- made  by  Germany,  and  ha  dl- 
rlMk  tha  booty  thus  far  taken  into 
m^able  and  Immovable  prop4ft]^  In 
tba  itovner  category  he  Inclndca  tha 
Slt.^l^^unare  milea  of  territory  that 
have.  *  fauen  Into  German  clutches, 
aad  ikie  he  values  at  $32,000,00i),000, 
w)i<{h,  ke  aays.  Is  a  conservative  esti- 
mate. Turning  to  the  movable  booty, 
ha  ckuslfles  it  aa  follows: 

■*(a)  Capture  of  'Human  Material.* 
— This  consists  of  the  46,000, 000  Al- 
lied subjects  from  whom  the  Oermana 
obtain  free  labor. 

"(b)  Capture  of  War  Material. — 
Guns,  rifles,  munitions,  vehicles,  lo- 
comotives, railway  trucks,  and  thou- 
sands of  miles  of  railway.  The  Bel- 
gian railway  system  alone  Is  worth 
nearly  9eoo,000,000. 

"(a)  Capture  of  Foodstuffs — Every- 
where the  Germans  have  stolen 
horses,  cattle,  corn,  potatoea,  sugar, 
alcohol,  foodatutrs  of  every  kind,  and 
crolM  grown  by  the  forced  labor 
drawn  from  the  46,000,000  Allied  sub- 
jects whom  they  have  enslaved. 

"(d)  Theft  of  Raw  Materials. — 
Throughout  the  occupied  territories 
the  Germans  have  appropriated  coal, 
petroleum.  Iron,  copper,  bronse.  sine. 
ls«d.  etc..  either  in  the  mines  or  from 
private  individuals;  textile  materials, 
■uch  aa  woolen  and  cotton.  In  the 
.owns  of  northern  France  alone  the 
Germans  stole  $110,000,000  worth  of 
wool. 


works  <d  art  ooUaotad  for 
in  muaetuna.  ohtirohaa,  and  by  prtvata 
iBdivlditals  in  Poland,  Italy,  Belgium, 
and  rranoa.  have  bean  carried  oft  by 
the  Oannaoa. 

"(h)  War  L«viea — Scores  of  mil- 
lions la  money  have  been  secured  by 
the  Oermana  in  the  form  of  requisi- 
tions, fines,  war  levlea.  war  taxea,  and 
f  oroed  loans. 

"(1)  Thefts  of  Coin,  Jewels,  and 
Becurttlea — In  the  occupied  regions, 
and  eapadally  wherever  they  have 
bean  obliged  to  evacuate  thoae  re- 
glona.  as,  for  insUnce,  at  Noyon,  the 
Germans  have  emptied,  by  order,  the 
safes  and  strong  boxes  of  private  per- 
sons and  of  banks  and  have  carried 
off  aecurltles.  Jewels,  and  silver.  In 
September  and  October,  1$17,  they 
■alaed  at  one  stroke  the  deposits  of 
Allied  subjects  In  the  Belgian  banks 
amounting  to   $120,000,000. 

_"In  view  of  the  high  prices  of  food- 
stuffa.  coal,  metals,  petroleum,  war 
materials  and  machines,  it  ta  clear 
that  the  booty  thus  secured  by  the 
Germane  during  the  last  three  years 
In  the  occupied  terrltoriee  Is  certain- 
ly worth  several  billion  dollars." 
Would  AlUea  Be  So  Focrflsh 

Mr.  Cberadame  then  asks  the  very 
pertinent  question,  whether  the  Al- 
lies would  be  foolish  enough  to  allow 
the  Germans  to  keep  all  this  wealth. 
and   he  thus  argues: 

"This  booty  consists  of  objects  or 
material^  already  utllixed  by  the  Oer- 
mana or  hidden  by  them  in  Germany. 
Thua  the  value  which  they  represent- 
ed In  the  occupied  territories  no  longer 
exists  there,  and  thoee  territories 
have  been  impoverished  to  that  ex- 
tent. 

"  The  formula  'no  indejnnltles' 
would  leave  to  the  Germans  these 
Immense  war  profits  whldh  they  have 
already  realised.  If  the  Germans 
gave  back  only  regions  materially  de- 
vaatated  and  Inhabited  by  people 
whom  more  than  tfltee  years  of  suf- 
fering and  forced  labor  have  ex- 
hausted   physically   and    morally. 

"In  these  conditions  the  restora- 
tion of  the  evacuated  regions  would 
require  immense  expenditure  that 
would  fall  upon  the  Allies.  Even 
without  reckoning  the  great  differ- 
ence In  proportionate  war  outlay  in- 
curred by  Germany  and  by  Allied 
countries,  the  application  of  the  for- 
mula 'no  Indemnitlea'  wou^d  tend,  fur- 
ther to  Impoverlah  tha  Allies  add  to 
handicap  them  economically,  while 
Germany  would  keep  her  war  proflta. 

"Despite  the  collapse  of  Russia,  the 
Allies  still  dispose  of  means  to  de- 
stroy Pan-Germany.  By  combining 
American  help  with  the  legitimate  and 
•fllcaoloua  revolt  of  the  86.000,000  of 
Slave.  Roumanians.  Araba  and  other 
paoplea  now  subjected  against  their 
will  to  German  control,  this  result 
can  be  achieved." 

A  new  formula  la  supplied  which 
certainly  will  make  a  very  effective 
peace  slogan: 

"To  the  lying  German  formula,  'no 
annexations,  no  indemnities,'  the  Al- 
lies must  oppose  the  democratic  for- 
mula, that  is  to  say: 

"Bxplation  for  crime, 

"Reparation   for   damage, 

"Guaranties  againat  a  renewal  of 
war. 

"Bxplation.  reparation,  guaranties 
— these  three  words  constitute  the 
formula  of  common  sense,  of  Justice, 
and  of  truth." 


Our  First  Charge  on  Revenues 

There  is  no  national  duty  more  ob- 
vious Or  more  inaiatent  than  that  of 
re-establishing  in  civil  life  the  men 
who  have  been  disabled  In  the  nation's 
service.  Most  of  these  men  will  al- 
waya  be  handicapped.  It  is  for  us  to 
see  that  the  handicap  is  balanced  by 
apecial  aasiatance  and  apecial  consid- 
eration. The  penaion  acale  was  settled 
when  the  cost  of  living  was  far  lower 
than  it  is  now.  Heavy  aa  are  the 
taxpayer's  obllgatlona,  thla  acale 
should  be  revised  or  should  at  least 
be  supplemented  by  temporary 
bonnaea. — ^Liondon   Dally   Express. 
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Harold      Bacble      writaa 
London   Chrootelc: 

At  the  outast  of  tha  war  our  mala 
failure  waa  la  the  matter  of  maul-. 
Uona  This  fiUure  baa  been  changed 
Into  the  chief  triumph  of  our  Ua> 
provlaatlon. 

Our  rooord  In  thla  raapect  la  ea 
near  to  a  fairy  tale  aa  anything  in  tha 
hiatory  of  British  advaotnre.  It  la 
always  In  the  region  of  astonlahment; 
at  times  It  touchea  tha  Inoreduloua. 
I  will  preaently  give  aome  flguree 
whieh  should  warm  tha  heart  of  the 
ooldest  and  atop  the  month  of  tha 
moat  perveree  ad  Uverlah  cynic  who 
can  never  bring  hlmaeU  to  say  a 
word  In  Britain's  favour.  But  eome- 
thlng  must  be  written  by  way  of 
these   astonUhing   flgursa. 

It  la  Important  to  bear  In  mind 
that  the  wboto  Induatry  of  the  British 
Isles  Is  being  carried  on  by  the  old. 
the  Inexperienced  and  the  second 
beet.  The  flower  of  the  Industrial 
community  was  loet  to  us  at  the  first 
call  from  the  Army  for  volunteera. 
Bvary  trade  in  the  country  lost  hun- 
dreda  of  thonsanda  of  ita  fittest  men. 
These  men  were  not  only  the  flnest 
physical  representatives  of  those 
trades,  but  the  finest  repreaentativea 
of  their  Intelligence.  They  were 
young  men  of  spirit  and  of  generous 
patriotism.  They  were  the  beat 
educated,  the  most  self-reai>ectlng. 
and  the  steadiest  members  of  ths 
working-clasaea  They  were  the  van- 
guard of  British  democracy  in  our 
hope    of   a   nobler   British    clvlUxallon. 

Our  Great  Initial  Ixms 

Such  a  loaa  to  an  industrial  nation 
cannot  bd  calculated.  To  thla  hour 
we  have  not  recovered  from  It;  for 
generatlona  we  ahall  suffer  from  It. 
And  yet  in  apite  of  this  deplorable 
though  glorious  aacrlflce  of  our 
noblest  young'  men,  we  have  a  record 
In  the  matter  of  munltlona  which  la 
simply  prodigious;  there  la  no  other 
word  for  It.  The  British  nation.  In 
the  flrat  black  months  of  the  war. 
brought  to  this  task  the  will  and 
devotion  which  have  aJwaya  spnmg 
to  our  rescue  In  a  dark  hour  or  a 
tight  corner. 

There  are  some  three  million  people 
In  these  ialanda  exclusively  engaged 
upon  the  work  of  munltlona.  Of 
this  number  750,000  are  women.  The 
vast  majority  of  these  people  were 
inexperienced.  They  brought  to  tha 
service  of  the  State  their  willingness 
to  work  for  the  men  In  the  trenches 
andt  the  willingness  to  expose  their 
Uvea  to  the  risks  of  accident  and 
death.  It  was  the  business  of  ths 
State  to  organise  a  gigantic  mach- 
inery which  could  be  manned  Im- 
mediately by  this  quality  of  labour. 

It  is  owing  to  the  high  intelligence 
of  the  British  manufacturer,  and  In 
parilcular  of  the  British  engjineer. 
that  this  difficult  problem  has  been 
solved. 

All  over  the  country  old  workshops 
were  adapted  to  the  work  of  muni- 
tions, new  factories  were  set  up,  enor- 
mous plants  of  automatic  machinsry 
were  Imported  from  America,  skilled 
workmen  were  distributed  about  the 
country,  and  the  great  army  of  In- 
experienced workers  In  both  sexes, 
for  whom  hostels  were  erected,  lod- 
gings found,  and  a  department  of 
social  welfare  created,  were  marched 
oflt  to  a  hundred  localities. 

The  country  and'  the  world  owes  a 
great  debt  to  the  Improvising  genius 
and  the  talent  for  adaptability  of  the 
British  manufacturer;  It  alao  owea  a 
great  debt  to  the  high  eklU  and  the 
aturdy  patriotism  of  the  foreman 
engineer. 

Now  let  ua  look  at  the  flgurea. 
In  addition  to  providing  for  all  the 
needs  of  our  own  huge  Armies,  who 
are  fl^tlnR  seven  campaigns  In  dif- 
ferent partu  of  the  world,  the  Brltlnh 
lales  have  rendered  the  following 
aervlcea  to  our  Allies,  not  grudgingly, 
but  cheerfully,  not  complalnlngly, 
but  recognising  that  those  Allies  have 
suffered  more  hurt  than  ourselves, 
and  are  fighting  our  battle  as  well  as 
their   own: — 

Apart  from  supplying  France 
since  the  beginning  of  1917  wKh 
over  2,000,000  tons  of  steel  and  iron, 
we  have  supplied  her  with  well  over 
100,000.000  rounds  of  small-arma  am- 
munition; with  nearly  100.000  tons  of 
explosive  materials;  with  tena  of 
thouaanda  of  tons  of  manganene  ore 
(fetched  from  India);  wtlh  thousands 
of  machine  guna;  with  hundreda  of 
trench  mortare;  with  hundreda  of  thpu- 
fianda  of  rounds  of  trench-mortar  a|n- 
munltlon,  and  with  mllllona  of  tons  Of 
coal. 

We  have  supplied  Italy  with  hundreda 
of  big  Kuna;  with  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  ahells;  with  tena  of  thousands 
of  rlflea;  with  many  million  rounds  of 
amall-arma  ammunition;  with  thou- 
aanda  of  machine  guns;  with  hundreda 
of  trench  mortara;  with  ammunition  for 
these  trench  mortars  to  the  tune  of 
tena  of  thouaanda;  with  hundreds  of 
thouaanda  of  tona  of  ateel  and  Iron; 
with  many  tens  of  thouaands  of  tona 
of  explosives  and  exploalve  materials, 
and  manganese  ore  and  with  millions  of 
tons    of    coal. 

We  have  supplied  Bflifhim  with  thou- 
sands of  rlflea  and  carbines;  with  mll- 
llona of  rounda  of  small-arma  ammu- 
nition; with  hundreds  of  thouaands  of 
grenadea;  with  thousands  of  bicycles; 
with  tens  of  thousands  of  tons  of  ateel 
and  Iron;  and  with  thousands  of  tons 
of  expioalves. 

Oar  SappUes  to  Boasia 
We  have  supplied  Russia  with  every 
conceivable  neceaalty  of  war.  Including 
Immenae  atorea  of  clothing,  boota  and 
similar  equipment.  We  have  sent  her 
not  only  many  hundreda  of  big  guna 
and  many  mtlllona  of  rounda  of  gun 
ammunition,  and  thouaanda  of  tons  of 
explosives,  but  we  have  supplied  her 
with  2.000  million  rounds  of  small-arms 
ammunition,  mllllona  of  fuaea.  thou- 
aands of  motorcycles,  many  armored 
cars,  hundreds  of  lorries  and  chsssea, 
cars  and  chassas,  motor  tractors,  aero- 
planes, and  aero  engines  and  thousands 
of  tens  of  lead.  Moreover,  under  con- 
tracts with  America  w«  have  supplied

nrst  quarter  of  1915  to  38.280  in  the 
last  quarter  of   1917. 

For  every  Vlckers  gun  produced  In 
the  last  quarter  of  1914,  48  were  pro- 
duced In  the  aecond  quarter  of  1918.  For 
every  Lewis  gun  produced  In  the  last 
quarter  of  1914.  J.3«0  were  produced 
In  the  aecond  quarter  of  1918,  and  for 
every  Uotchklaa  gun  produced  In  the 
fourth  quarter  of  1916,  6«0  were  pro- 
duced In  the  aecond  quarter  of  1918. 

Aeroplanea  and  aeaplanea  have  In- 
creaaed  from  the  "100"  of  1914  to  t.llO; 
smd  we  are  now  malting  more  than  four 
timea  the  original  number  of  tanka. 
In  addition  to  thla  prodigloua  work, 
aurpasaing  every  record  of  ita  kind  In 
the  hiatory  of  all  the  natlona  at  war. 
the  British  Ministry  of  Munitions  haa 
aupplled  the  Army  with  enormoua  num- 
bera  of  locomotlvea.  wagona.  rails,  lor- 
ries, motorcara,  motorcyclea,  and  a 
score  of  other  things  essential  to  mod- 
ern  warfare. 

It  was  no  exaggeration  on  Lord  Cur- 
son'a  part  when  he  aald  that  Britlah 
democracy  haa  made  Itself  the  armorer 
of  the  AlUea.  Itaelf  at  war  and  fight- 
ing aeven  different  campaigns  at  great 
dlstancee  from  Its  oiifn  base,  and  ren- 
dering many  aervlcea  of  other  kinds  to 
Ita  Alllea,  fhls  astonishing  democracy, 
depleted  of  Its  finest  man-power,  haa 
nevertheless  been  the  chief  reserve  of 
strength  to  all  Its  Allies  In  the  matter 
of  munitions. 


The  chief  uae  of  cellulose  acetate 
and  nitro-cellulose  in  war  is  in  the 
manufacture  of  dope  for  the  treat- 
ment of  the  wings  of  aeroplanes. 
Both  solutions  have  the  effect  of 
waterproofing  the  fabric  and,  what  is 
equally  important,  of  tightening  it  to 
the  tensity  of  a  drum-akin.  But  as 
nitro-cellulose  la  Inflammable,  fi  Is 
obvious,  aa  flre  la  one  of  the  alrman'a 
moat  dangerous  enemlea,  that  acetate 
celluloae,  which  la  non-inflammable,  is 
the  much  more  auttable  preparation, 
especially  as  It  Is  more  resistant  to 
water. 

This  particular  dope  la  a  solution 
obtained  by  dissolving  cellulose  acet- 
ate In  certain  solvents.  When  the 
dope  Is  applied  to  the  fabric  the  solv- 
ents evaporate,  leaving  a  film  which 
has  the  tightening  and  waterproofing 
effect.  To  get  the  most  suitable  dope 
It  is  of  the  greatest  importance  to  use 
a  cellulose  acetate  which  Is  readily 
soluble  without  leaving  a  residue,  and 
which  la  atable,  that  la,  not  affected 
by  atmoapheric  Influences,  and  which 
can  be  supplied  In  uniform  quality. 

In    that    case    the    dope    haa   to    be 


flitered  to  get  rid  of  the  realdue.  a 
very  difficult  operation,  as  the  dope  Is 
of  a  syrupy  conslatency.  Moreover, 
the  solvents  utilised  are  very  volatile, 
and  the  flltration  occasions  a  great 
loss  in  them.  In  this  connection  it  is 
of  Interest  to  note  the  complaints  of 
the  Dreyfus  product  recorded  in  the 
report  of  the  Select  Committee: 

"The  Technical  Branch,  the  Inspec- 
tion Department,  and  the  ofllclala  of 
the  Royal  Aircraft  Factory  .  .  .  con- 
sistently deecrlbe  the  material  aa  un- 
satisfactory .  .  .  much  below  the 
proper  standard  and.  Indeed,  marked- 
ly inferior  to  the  product  of  the 
French  company.  Constant  rejections 
would  have  occurred  had  there  not 
been  so  great  a  shortage.  They  do 
not  contend  that  Its  defects  Impair  the 
efflciency.  for  present  purpoees.  of  the 
dope,  made  from  it,  but  they  hold  that 
its  variability  makee  it  neceesary  to 
subject  each  sample  to  a  number  of 
tests  before  it  can  be  mixed  with  the 
other  Ingredienta  in  order  to  make 
dope,  and  thus  caoaea  expense  and  Im- 
pedes the  manufacture  of  a  atandard 
dope." 


Although  It  Is  generally  assumed 
that  almost  any  class  of  oelluloae  acet- 
ate should,  bo  sultAble  for  makilic  dope 
there  is  very  much  greater  dIfBculty 
in  manufacturing  a  material  suitable 
for  ordinary  commercial  .  purpoees, 
sucl^  aa  non-inflammable  celluloid  and 
Alms,  a  point  to  be  remembered  when 
It  Is  propoeed  to  spend  larga  guma  of 
money  on  plant  which  will  presum- 
ably ba  occupied  with  commercial 
artlolea  after  the  war. 

Although  the  war  has  demonstrated 
that  the  neceaalty  of  celluloaa  acetate 
for  the  production  of  dope  makea  It  a 
key  Industry,  It  must  not  be  forgotten 
that  numerous  peace-tlma  commercial 
applications  may  beoome  of  great  im- 
portance. A  great  many  of  .the  numer- 
ous article — comba.  brushes,  dreaslng- 
table  sets,  olHce  requisites,  umbrella 
and  walking-stick  handlee,  toya.  dolle, 
etc. — which  have  hitherto  been  manu- 
factured from  the  highly-Inflammable 
celluloid,  can  be  made  equally  well 
from  the  product  of  the  non-inflam- 
mable oellnloee  acetate. 


CELLULOSE  ACETATE 

From  Which  War  "Dope"  Is  Made. 


Early  in  August  a  good  deal  waa 
in  the  ESnglish  press  In  reference  to 
what  waa  termed  "The  Dope  Scandal." 
War  has  familiarised  people  with 
many  scientific  products  and  processes 
of  which  before  they  had  but  the  va- 
guest knowledge,'  but  even  now  few 
are  acquainted  with  the  product  from 
which  the  so-called  dope  is  derived, 
celluloee  acetate.

LEUT.  iONES^VANS 
HAS  WON  DECORAIN 


Intrepid  Young  Airman,  Wlio 
Has  Distinguished  Flying 
Cross,  Js  Son  of  Capt.  and 
"Mrs.  Jones-Evans. 


The  Distinguished  FlyinK  Cross,  a 
decoration  created  by  His  Majesty 
peculiarly  for  men  who  havt«  shown 
gallantry  in  connection  witli  the 
Royal  Air  Force,  has  been  awarded 
to  L4eut.  Gordon  »,  Jones-Evans, 
only  son  of  Capt.  and  Mrs.  Jones- 
Evans,  645  Michigan  Street.  Notice 
of  this  came  through  two  days  ago, 
accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  Airmy 
Routine  Order  making  the  award  for 
"gallantry  and  devotion  to  duty  in 
>  action,"  and,  needless  to  say,  th(^  par- 
ents are  proud  of  the  distinction 
which   has   fallen   to   their  son. 

Lieut.  Jpnes-EvaQS  was  born 
twenty-two  years  ago  at  Waterloo, 
near  Liverpool,  England,  but  waa 
brought  to  this  country  by  his  father 
and  mother  when  !ie  was  a  small 
lad  and  received  his  education  at 
the  Vancouver  High  School  and  at 
the  Provincial  Normal  School.  He 
taught  school  at  Gallano  Island  until 
he  Joined  the  R.  A.  F.  In  July,  1917, 
going  imedlately  to  Toronto,  thence 
to  Texas,  where  he  completed  his 
training.  He  returned'  to  Victoria  in 
January  last  for  six  days'  leave  be- 
fore proceeding  overseas.  It  was 
with  the  famous  Major  Bishop's 
squadron  that  he  went  to  France, 
and  when  this  Intrepid  airman  was 
recalled  Xo  England  the  squiulron 
was  broken  up  ana  Lleutv  Jones- 
Evans  was  attached  to  the  4th 
Squadron,    Australian    Flying    Corps. 

On  Sunday,  July  28,  while  serving 
wlth^thls  branch  of  the  air  sorrlce, 
he  was  wounded,  and  the  40llowltig 
excerpt  from  a  letter  which  he  wrota 
his    parents    subsequently      tells      the

Story  of  what  befell  him  afterwards 
as  well  aa  before  he  came  in  the 
path   of   the  enemy  airman's   flre: 

"Another  pilot  and  I  left  the 
ground  at  3:30  a.m.,  about  half  an 
hour  before  daylight.  1  went  over  to 
a  certain  town  about  twelve  miles 
into  Hun-land  and  saw  three  trains. 
1  dropped  bombs  on  one.  and  pro- 
reeded  to  shoot  up  the  other  two 
with  my  machine  guns.  I  thought  I 
had  better  save  some  ammunition, 
so  turned  for  home  and  nei^rly  rsn 
into  a  Hun  two-seater,  who  started 
flrlng  on  me.  I  manoeuvred  for  po- 
sition and  put  in  three  short  flrsts 
which  sent  him  down  In  a  vertical 
dive.  He  had  only  Just  crashed  when 
another  one  attacked  me,  but  I  was 
lucky  enough  to  send  him  down  in 
a  spinning  nose-dive  with  shout,  a 
dosen  shots.  I  then  turned  again 
for  home,  hut  had  hardly  straighten- 
ed out  west  when  pop-pop-pop  goes 
a  machine  gun  on  the  ground.  I  waa 
only  a  thousand  feet  up.  And  then 
bang!  Something  hit  my  left  foot 
like  a  thonsand-pound  sledge.  I 
started  at  once  to  climb  into  a  bank 
of  mist,  and  Anally  reached  the  lines. 
It  was  Just  daylight  then,  and  I  was 
thankful  when  I  crossed  our 
trenches.  I  was  pretty  well  dased  by 
then  and  feeling  blue  from  loss  of 
blood.  I  wanted  to  get  back  home 
to  the  aerdrorae.  but  thought  I  had 
better  land  while  I  was  able,  so  went 
down  and  crawled  out  of  ths  ma- 
chlas.  found  snysolf  a  quartor  of  a 
mils  from  tJM  read  and  ab4at  a  alio 
froas  tho  nsarsst  Inalldlng.  ao  fkors 
was  noihlne  (or  It  -  bat  to  crawl  on 
my  iMBds  aad  knoso.

The  following  official  description  of 
how  Lieut.

Berk- 
hamsted in  connection  with  the  ref- 
erence to  Old  Boy-j  who  had  taken 
noble  part  In   the  war: 

"V.  C,  January  11.  1918— Captain 
(Acting  Major)  George  Randolph 
Pearkes.  M.  C.  Canadian  Mounted 
Rifles,  fo»-  must  conspicuous  bruvery 
and  skilful  handling  of  the  troops 
under  his  command  during  the  cap- 
ture and  consolidation  of  consider- 
ably more  than  the  objectives  allot- 
ted to  him  In  an  attack.  Just  before 
the  advance  Major  Pearkes  was 
wounded  in  the  left  thigh.  Regard- 
less Of  ha  wound,  he  continued  to 
lead  hU  men  with  the  utmost  ral- 
lantry  despite  many  obstacles.  At  a 
partloular  stage  of  the  attack  his 
furthr-  advance  was  threatened  by 
a  strong  point  which  was  an  ob- 
jective of  the  battalion  on  his  left 
but  which  they  had  not  succeeded  in 
capturing.  Quickly  apprecUting  the 
situation,  he  captured  and  held  this 
point,  thus  enabling  his  further  ad- 
vance to  he  succsfsfully  pushed  for- 
ward. It  wa%  entirely  duo  to  his  de- 
termination and  fearless '  peraonallty 
that  sf  was  sble  to  maintain  his  ob- 
jective with  the  small  number,  ot  msn 
St  his  command  sirafnat  rspoatod  en- 
emy oounter-attacka.  both  his  flanks 
being  unprotected  for  a  considerable 
dspth  mfcn while.  His  approolatlon 
of  ths  sltUNtlon  throughout  and  tho 
reports  renders:!  by  him  wer?  in- 
valuable to  hia  commanding  offloor 
In  making  disposition  of  troops  to 
hold  tho  position  oaptursd.  Ho 
showed  throoghoat  a  so|»roms  con- 
tempt of  danger  and  wonderful  pow- 
ers or  control  and  leading."

N'ktorla  is  now  a  closeil  town  on 
Sundays  to  the  dispensing  of  gasoline 
to  motorists.  It  Is  said  that  all  the 
Rarages  and  service  stations  are  In 
nKreement  In  the  matter  of  denying 
sale  of  gas  on  Sunday  In  response  to 
the  <;overnment  appeal  for  such  steps 
to  t)e  taken  in  an  effort  to  conserve 
the  existing  supply  of  gasoline,  which 
is    inadequate    for    all    purposes. 

The  respective  Governments,  at  the 
request  of  the  fuel  controllers  of  the 
Cnlted  States  and  Canada,  are  urging, 
as  a  patriotic  duty,  all  motor  drivers 
to  conserve  gasoline  by  eliminating 
Sunday  touring.  They  have  advanced 
the  movement  on  the  basis  of  a  vAl- 
untary  contribution  on  the  part  of 
motor  owners  and  drivers  towards 
winning  the  war.  Its  slogan  is  "Stop 
Joy-riding  with  the  Kaiser,"  and  It 
Is  reported  to  be  gaining  such  general 
support  In  public  opinion  as  to  maks 
It  a  reflection  on  the  patriotism  of  the 
Sundsy  nnotorist.  The  military  au- 
thorities of  this  district  have  taken 
the  lead  as  an  organisation.  .

Reeve  Fraser,  of  Burnaby, 
and  Reeve  Fletcher,  of  Point  Grey, 
succeeded,  however,  in  having  the 
taxation  of  improvements  made  op- 
tional. The  solicitor's  endeavor  to 
do  away  with  wild  land  tax  was  also 
defeatad. 

The  provisions  of  the  proposed 
new  act  by  which  radical  changes  in 
police  <lepartments  will  be  ihade, 
were  accepted.  It  la  planned  to 
eliminate  police  commissioners,  the 
councils  doing  the  work.  A  system 
of  oouaty  orown  attorneys  under  the 
Attorney-General  will  be  set  up.  They 
will  do  police  court  prosecuting,  and 
.  the  Attorney-General  will  In  future 
have  more  control  in  the  field.  The 
Local  Government  Board  will  fix  the 
number  of  policemen  In  each  muni- 
cipality. The  management  of  police 
departments  and  the  administration 
,  of  justice  will  remain  with  the  coun- 
oils. 

The  general  idea  conveyed  in  the 
proposed  act  of  transferring  the  leg- 
islative power  of  the  Legislature  to 
yie  municipal  councils  subject  to  the 
Local  Government  Board  and  to  the 
act  lUelf  was  agreed  to.  Oak  Bay 
■anrested  that  school  expenditures 
■ho«ld  be  brought  under  the  control 
of  the  oonnolla,  but  the  convention, 
at  the  aucgeatlon  of  Mayor  Gray,  of 
New  Westminster,  concluded  that  It 
woald  be  better  to  be  content  with 
having  dispute*  between  councils  and 
■oheol  boards  ' over  school  expendi- 
ture* aent  to  the  Local  Government 
Board   for  adjudication. 

Mnnldpal  Appeals 
Mr.  L.  t>.  lAdner  objected  to  mun- 
icipal appeals  to  the  lieutenant -Oov- 
•mor-ih-Counoll  from  the  board  as 
he  thought  this  would  Introduce  pol- 
Ittaa.  B*  alao  oonaldered  that  the 
board**  jurisdfotlon  should  be  con- 
flnod  to  financial  matters.  The  spe> 
elal  committee  will  go  Into  this  situ- 
ation. It  was  recomended  that  the

Provincial  or  Dominion  property  In 
the  Province,  funds  being  furnished 
at  low  intercBt  by  the  Dominion  and 
the  hpmea  being  sold  or  leased  to  the 
soldiers  and  dependents  at  cost. 
'    l>ate  of  Near  Beer 

Chllliwack  presented  a  resolution 
today  to  give  power  to  municipalities 
to  regulate  the  sale  of  near  beer 
and  elder.  It  obtained  the  endorse- 
ment of  the  (!ommltteo  but  waa  de- 
feated by  the  convention  after  Coun- 
cillor Loutlt.  of  North  Vancouver, 
aaid  that  such  powers  would  create 
a  reaction  against  prohibition  and 
would  bring  back  hide-bound  Puri- 
tanical  days. 

V'lotorla  Bucceiwfully  jfot  through  a 
motion,  giving  municipalities  the 
right  to  allow  the  erection  of.slgnsi; 
areas,  gasoline  stands,  etc.,  under, 
on,  or  above  strecl.s,  and  to  charge 
therefor.  The  same  city  sought  to 
have  arbitration  between  the  muni- 
cipalities of  the  flrst-class  and  pri- 
vate interests  eliminated  In  favor  of 
co^rt  action.  The  convention'  re- 
jected J  the  proposal,  although  it 
agreed  to  a  second  one  that  the  gen- 
eral right  of  appeal  from  an  arbitra- 
tion of.  the  finding  be  granted. 
Dlse«.<ie  Prevention 

Hon.  J.  D.  MacLean,  Minister  of 
Education,  gave  an  address  on  ths 
subject  of  disease  prevention  in  Bri- 
tish Columlola.  He  discussed  the 
question  of  social  diseases,  stating 
that  forty  per  cent  of  the  deaths  of 
infants  under  one  year  could  be  at- 
tributed to  social  diseases.  He  al- 
luded to  the  progress  which  had 
been  made  In  Great  Britain,  the 
United  States  and  Australia  in  re- 
gard to  public  education  of  this  sub- 
ject, and  declared  that  the  matter 
would  have  to  be  taken  up  In  a  firm 
and  earnest  way  In  this  Province. 
The  speaker  declared  that  regula- 
tions provided  by  the  Government  in 
connection  with  camp  sanitation  has 
been  largely  responsible  for  the  de- 
crrtiwe  In  typhoid  In  British  COltara- 
bla,  which  fell  from  800  cases  in 
1913  to  20  in  1918.  Eight  hundred 
camps  in  British  Columbia  now  re- 
ceived and  for  the  most  part  ob- 
served the  health  regulationa  I>r. 
MacLean  admitted  that  the  medical 
Inspection  of  the  rural  school  was 
not  altogether  satisfactory  and  would 
probably  have  to  be  improved  by  a 
follow-up    system    with    nurses. 

He  gave  his  hearers  some  details 
on  the  tuberculosis  evil  to  which 
could  be  attributed  one  death"  In  ev- 
ery ten.  He  urged  municipaHtles  to 
take  prompt  steps  to  fight  the  white 
plague,  and  assured  them  that  health 
expenditures  would  not  be  criticised 
by  ratepayers.  Each  council  should 
have  a  complete  survey  of  Its  dis- 
trict and  report  all  cases  to  Vic- 
toria. • 


CUude  Graham-White  writes  Ifi 
The  London   Chronicle: 

The  Civil  Aerial  TraQsport  Corn- 
mitt^,  after  deliberating  for  a  year, 
has  now  sent  in  its  report  to  the  Air 
Ministry;  and  It  Is  hoped  that  the  Air 
Council,  after '  ooaalderiag  this  report. 
will  take  prompt  and  vigorous  action. 
The  oonunittee  waa  ealr  advisory;  and 
what  la  repaired  now^  asAl  is  indeed 
overdue,  is  ^sxeoatlve  worii  In  aslect- 
Ing  and  organialnc  thoee  aerial  routes 
which  can  be  opened  up  for  trallla 
immediately  the  war  end*. 

While  the  committee  has  been  de> 
llberaUn«  practically  nothing  has 
been  done.  The  Air  Ministry.  Indeed, 
has  no  power  yet  to  de«J  with  com- 
mercial flying.  Its  powers  are  purely 
military.  But  Parliament  would,  of 
course,  soon  give  it  what  power*  It 
requires,  and  It. is  now  generally  as- 
sumed that — probably  in  collabora- 
tion with  the  Board  of  Trade  as  to 
the  control  of  passenger  trafQc — the 
Air  Ministry  will  have  She  task,  after 
the  war,  not  only  ot  dlrecliog  milltar)' 
air  work,  but  of  fostertng  all  forms  of 
civil  flying.  The  industry,  in  fact, 
looks  to  the  Ministry  for  something 
more  than  a  formal  blessing  when  the 
first  aerial  services  are  established.  It 
will  expect  the  Ministry  to  represent 
its  case  very  strongly  to  the  Govern- 
ment; and,  should  the  question  arise, 
as  It  may,  of  subsidising  experimental 
routes,  then  the  Air  Ministry  muse  l>e 
ready  to  beard  the  officials  of  the 
Treasury  In  their  den,  though  to  ob- 
tain money  from  the  Treasury  an 
almost  supernatural  gift  of  persua- 
sion. 

By  Air  Express  to  Paris 
There  should  be  no  need,  however, 
BO  far  as  the  promotion  of  certain  air 
routes  is  concerned,  to  go  cap  In  hand 
to  the  authorities.  Take  London- 
Paris  as  an  example.  It  should  be 
possible  to  operate  such  a  route  en- 
^tirely  by  private  enterprise,  and  to 
e-make  it  pay.  We  shall  have  ma- 
chines, when  the  war  ends,  which  will 
oalrry  a  dosen  passengers  between 
thitse  two  cities  in  a  journey  lasting 
only  three  hours  Instead  of  seven — 
the  shortest  time  by  land  and  sea; 
and,  provided  the  volume  of  traffic  Is 
sufficient  to  dispatch  several  large 
machines  each  way  dally,  it  should  be 
possible  to  carry  passengers,  profit- 
ably, at  an  express  fare  of  £5,  or  very 
little  more.  When  one  remembers 
that  the  flrst-class  rail  and  boat  fare 
is,  at  normal  times,  £2  Ks.  lid.,  and 
that  the  traveller  who  goes  by  air 
would  save  a  clear  four  hours  as 
compared    wKh    land   and   sea.    It  ap- 
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A      correspondent 
writes: 

Having  so  recently  visited  the 
Canadian  battlefront  In  France  and 
the  Canadian  camps  in  Kngland,  I 
cannot  refrain  from  giving  a  help- 
ing hand  to  the  appeal  for  the  Army 
Hut  fund  of  the  Knlghu  of  Colum- 
bus. There  Is  nothing  In  the  war 
areas  that  gives  one  a  greater  feel- 
ing of  satisfaction  than  the  provi- 
sion made  In  the  variety  of  ways  out- 
side of  the  regular  army  organisa- 
tion for  the  comfort  and  welfare 
of  our  troops.  There  was  fine  Sum- 
mer weather  when  I  was  In  France 
and  the  conditions  behind  the  lines 
were  at  their  best.  Yet  what  dreary, 
lonely  places  those  bllleu  and  rest 
camps  in  the  ruined  villages  would 
have  been  but  for  the  recreational 
pleasure,  and  quiet  resorts  supplied, 
maintained,  and  manned  by  such  in- 
stitutions as  the  Knights  of  Colum- 
bus. And  how  horribly  depressing 
must  such  camps  be  in  the  wet  and 
Wintry   weather.  * 

Sir  Arthur  Currie  beamed  with 
gratitude  when  he  asked  me  to  sup- 
port In  every  way  all  the  organisa- 
tions engaged  In  such  work,  which 
he  regarded  as  a  moat  essential  part 
in  the  carrying  on  of  the  war.  It 
doesnt  matter  very  much  whether 
the  good  work  done  by  Catholic  or 
Protestant,  Presbyterian  or  Baptist, 
for  the  creeds  have  been  thrown  into 
the  melting  pot.  Our  soldiers  know^ 
each  other  only  as  brothers. 

Every  Canadian  with  a  relative  at 
the  front  would,  (f  he  could  see  the 
sequel  thereto  as  I  have  seen  It,  con- 
tribute to  the  utmost  to  every  fund 
such  as  that  for  which  the  Knights 
of  Columbus  make  appeal.

pears  reasonable  to  assume  that  a 
number  of  passengers  would  be  forth- 
coming if  the  single  fare  was  only 
about   £9. 

There  are  other  routes,  also,  con- 
necting London  with  Continental 
cities,  wjilch  private  enterprise  should 
be  capable  of  operating  successfully, 
without  Government  assistance;  and 
the  same  applies  to  certain  express 
routes  in  this  country,  though  here 
our  short  distances,  as  compared  with 
those  from  London  to  the  Continent, 
may  make  it  difficult  for  an  airway 
to  compete  directly  with  a  railway, 
remembering  that  time  must  be  occu- 
pied in  establishing  the  land  connec- 
tions of  an  airway,  and  that  it  re- 
quires a  non-stop  flight  of  three  or 
four  hours  for  an  aircraft  to  show 
its  superiority  over  a  train.  With 
high-speejjl  machines,  however,  car- 
rying only  a  pilot  and  a  l)ag  of  urgent 
letters  for  which  special  fees  are  paid, 
it  shoigl  be  possible  to  establish,  suc- 
cessfully, certain  purely  express  air- 
mail routes  between  London  and  the 
cities  of  the  Midlands  and   t^e   north. 

Flying  at  a  speed  of  150  miles  an 
hour,  these  express  machines  should 
enable  an  urgent  letter  to  be  posted 
In  the  morning  In  London,  at  some 
convenient  time  after  the  opening  of 
business,  and  received  so  quickly,  say, 
In  Manchester  that  a  reply  could  be 
written  and  delivered  in  London  in 
time  to  be  dealt  with  before  the  close 
of  the  business  day.  It  should  also 
be  possible  to  post  a  letter  in  London 
as  late  as  11:30  a.m.,  for  a  city  as  dis- 
tant as  Glasgow,  and  for  this  letter 
to  be  delivered  in  a  Glasgow  office  by 
about  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  The 
fees  charged  at  first  for  a  letter  sent 
by  express  alr-mall  wonid  be  com- 
paratively high — probably  about  2s. 
6d.  for  a  distance  of  250  to  800  miles. 

It  Is  also  believed  that,  in  spite  of  \ 
our  short  distances  and  express  rail- 
ways, there  would  be  scope  for  a  ser- 
vice of  aircraft — large  machines  car- 
rying malTs,  psuisengers,  and  light 
urgently  -  consigned  goods  —  which 
would  connect  important  cent/'es  of 
population,  and  which  would  fly  dally 
along  some  glvcAi  route,  stopping  here 
and  there  to  pick  up  or  set  down, 
rather  in  the  manner  of  the  old  mail- 
coaches.  An  average  speed,  even  with 
large,  heavily-laden  machines,  would 
be  80  or  90  miles  an  hour;  they  would 
show,  therefore,  a  marked  saving  of 
time  over  the  train. 

liteking  Up  the  Aerodromes 

One  of  the  difficulties  to  be  over- 
come. In  running  an  air  set^ice  In 
this  country  In  direct  competition  with 
railways,  is  to  reduce  to  ita  lowest  pro- 
portion the  time  taken  on  land  con- 
nections. Aerodromes  will,  at  any 
rate  for  some  period  after  the  war, 
be  established  on  the  -outaklrta  of 
cities — though  ultimately  It  may  be 
possible  to  brtng  large  machines  right 
Into  the  heart  of  a  city.  But  in  any 
immediate  post-war  service  there  will 
be  the  question  of  carrying  passengers 
out  to  the  aerodrome  of  departure, 
and  then  of  conveying  them  into  a 
city  again  from  the  aerodrome  of  ar- 
rival. In  specially  favorable  condi- 
tions this  may  be  done  by  tube  or 
train.  The  London  Aerodrome,  for 
example.  Is  already  connected  direct- 
ly with  a  main  railway  line;  and  It 
le  alao  Intended,  after  the  war.  to  ex- 
tend one  of  the  tube  railways  out  to 
this  aerodrome.  But  In  many  eeese 
the  land  connections  will  have  to  be 
made  by  fhet  motor-oars.  In  the  case 
of  paeeengers,  and  by  motor-ears,  in 
•ee  of  maila  In  both  caeaa  the 
ot  this  land  traaeport  win  be 
laeliided  ta  tlM  general  fee  eharged.

Free  entry  under  the  Soldier  Settlement 
Act,  1117,  may  be  granted  on  lands  reserv- 
ed for  entry  for  returned  soldiers  to  "•et- 
tlers"  as  deHned  by  the  said  Act.

— ConUnu- 
od  Btrongrth  in  tho  gtock  aiarkat  to- 
dajr.  lllnstratod  by  m.  furthor  upward 
in  prioos.  was  hold  in  somo 
aoartora  to  rofloct  a  stronger  inrest- 
mont  position.  The  opinion  was  em- 
phaslsod  by  ths  wookly  bank  stato* 
mont.  Issued  after  the  market's 
strong  olooe.  The  statement  showed 
the  ezpeoted  Improvement  in  mone- 
tary conditions,  the  surplus  reserres 
having  inereaaed  |40,KtO.»»0  during 
tho  week.  Thia  condition  oportftod 
to  the  advantage  of  the  stock  ex- 
change borrowers,  funds  being  more 
freely  supplied  daring  y  the  week, 
which  caused  an  expansion  of  I7>,- 
64t.000  in  the  loan  account. 

The  scope  of  the  buying  move- 
ment was  interpreted  as  indicating 
some  accession  of  outside  orders, 
which  contributed  to  a  comprehen- 
sive advance  In  specialties  of  one  to 
three  points.  Dealings,  however, 
were  largely  of  a  professional  char- 
acter, with  more  general  buying  for 
the  long  and  short  account.  Sales 
amounted  to  140,000  shares.

Sailed  About  300  Miles  Among 
the  Gulf  Islands  —  Some 
Beauty  Spots — ^Engine  Fail- 
ed Only  Once. 


The  cabin  cruiser  Lumarco.  owned 
by  Mr.  M.  F.  Meredith.  Commodore 
of  the  Royal  Victoria  Yacht  Club, 
has  travelled  from  300  to  850  miles 
this  season  to  date,  among  the  la- 
lands  of  the  Gulf.  Although  In  for- 
mer yeanr  Skipper  Meredith  had  sail- 
ed to  Seattle,  Tacoma  and  Vancouver 
In  his  30-foot  5-ton  vessel,  he  has 
been  unable  to  be  away  long  enough 
to  go  any  farther  than  the  islands 
as  far  up  the  Gulf  as  Chemainus 
and  across  to  San  Juan.  Starting, 
perhaps,  on  a  I'riday  or  Saturday, 
he  would  run  up  to  Lopez.  Salt 
Spring,  (;allan^.  and  the  other  Is- 
lands, and  then  return  for  business 
on    Sunday    night. 

Asked  what  was  the  most  attrac- 
tive run  of  all.  the  yachtsman  men- 
tioned the  east  side  of  Mayne  Island, 
North  and  South  Pender,  and  a  lit- 
tle Island  off  the  east  coast  of  Salt 
Spring  called  Long  Island,  At  this 
latter  place  a  snug  harbor  may  be 
obtained,  with  no  fear  of  having  to 
get  up  in  the  middle  of  the  night  and 
run  for  another  shelter,  Sousia  Is- 
land, on  the  American  side,  near  San 
Juan,  also  provides  sheltered  anchor- 
age. 

In  going  to  the  American  side  it 
is  necessary  to  get  clearance  papers 
at  Friday  Harbor  or  Roche  Harbor, 
but  these  are  easily  obtained.  At 
Garrison  Bay,  San  Juan,  are  the  bar- 
racks that  the  British  occupied  dur- 
ing their  stay  on  the  island,  and  a 
monument  shows  the  date  the  piece 
of  land  was  ceded   to  the  Americans. 

The  trip  across  to  San  Juan  Is 
often  rough,  while  a  swift  tide  and 
n  heavy  swell  are  other  worries  to- 
the  motor  boatman.  Mr.  Meredith 
would  not  suggest  that  a  small  boat 
make    the    trip. 

Another  enticing  trip  on  the  water 
Is  up  Canoe  Pass  to  Cowichan  Bay 
and    the    north    of   Salt    Spring    Island. 

The  Lumarco  Is  fitted  with  a  two- 
cylinder,  4-cycle  10-hors«  power 
Sterling  engine  which  drives  the  boat 
at  7  knots  and  wtiich  has  only  failed 
once  In  the  two  years  It  has  been 
running,  and  that  time  the  stoppage 
was  due  to  a  wire  working  loose.  It 
consumes  about  a  gallon  an  hour. 
Klectrlc  light  Is  supplied  to  tbs  boat 
by  means  of  a  atorage  battery,  and 
she  has  sleeping  accommodations  for 
Ave,  Cooking  can  of  course  bs  done 
on^oard\ 

Mr.  Meredith  la  anthusiastle  over 
boating,  and  says  It  has  not  the 
punctures  or  dust  of  the  automobile. 
He  believes  that  the  auxiliary  crui- 
ser Is  the  Ideal  boat,  and  Intends 
to  have  one  some  day.  Sailing  can 
thus  bt  Indulged  In  without  the 
worry  of  being  becalmed  and  kept 
away  from  home  for  days.  A  two- 
blade  propeller  is  used,  and  this  Is 
kept  with  the  blades  running  ex- 
actly behind  the  sternpost  when  the 
engine  Is  not  In  use.
